M arriage and politics - 
specifically getting 
President Bush out of 
the White House in No¬ 
vember - took center stage at Sun¬ 
day’s LGBT Pride Parade and celebra¬ 
tion. 

Hundreds of the same-sex couples 
who received marriage licenses in San 
Francisco earlier this year took part in 
the parade, many carrying large 
blowup copies of their certificates. 

Mayor Gavin Newsom, who autho¬ 
rized the issuance of marriage licens¬ 
es to gay and lesbian couples, was one 
of the grand marshals and a huge roar 
went up among the crowd of 
marchers as he approached his car 
shortly before the start of the parade. 

He was enthusiastically greeted along 
the parade route. 

Assessor-Recorder Mabel Teng, 
whose office helped carry out New¬ 
som’s directive, was also a grand mar¬ 
shal and she, too, received loud cheers 
from the hundreds of thousands of 
people who lined Market Street. 

City Attorney Dennis Herrera, 
whose office has defended the city in 
court over the marriage licenses, was 
also part of the so-called wedding 
group - made up of several contin¬ 
gents - along with the LGBT Com¬ 
munity Center, Marriage Equality 
California, Equality California, and 
Assemblyman Mark Leno (D-San 
Francisco).

S ame-sex marriage propelled San 
Francisco Mayor Gavin Newsom 
to the national stage, but his counter¬ 
parts from cities across the country 
tabled a resolution Monday, June 28 that 
would oppose a federal constitutional 
amendment banning gay marriage. 

Meeting in Boston, the U.S. Con¬ 
ference of Mayors voted 46-44 to table 
the resolution, and an attempt to re¬ 
vive it was also defeated 47-45, the As¬ 
sociated Press reported. 

Newsom co-sponsored the resolu¬ 
tion with Boston Mayor Thomas Meni- 
no and Chicago Mayor Richard Daley. 

In mid-May, same-sex couples in 
Boston and the rest of Massachusetts 
began receiving legal marriage licens¬ 
es. San Francisco, of course, made his- 
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challenge to the compassion of our country, 
and to the welfare of not only our nation, but 
nations all across the globe. It’s really one of

T ackling an issue 
long controver¬ 
sial among his 
social conserva¬ 
tive base, President Bush 
last week for the first time 
endorsed the use of con¬ 
doms in the fight against 
AIDS. 

Speaking at the Greater 
Exodus Baptist Church in 
Philadelphia June 23, 

Bush promoted the suc¬ 
cess of AIDS prevention 
efforts in Uganda. 

“We can learn from the 
experiences of other coun¬ 
tries when it comes to a 
good program to prevent 
the spread of AIDS, like 
the nation of Uganda,” 

Bush told a largely African American audi¬ 
ence. “They’ve started what they call the ABC 
approach to prevention of this deadly disease. 
That stands for Abstain, be faithful in mar¬ 
riage, and, when appropriate, use condoms.” 


Bush also used his 
speech to expand his inter¬ 
national AIDS initiative, 
add $20 million to the 
AIDS Drug Assistance 
Program, and call for re¬ 
structuring the Ryan 
White program that funds 
domestic AIDS services. 

Pennsylvania is one of 
the battleground states in 
this fall’s election, and the 
Greater Exodus’ charitable 
People for People Inc. pro¬ 
gram has received a $1 
million faith-based grant. 
Its pastor, former Philadel¬ 
phia Eagles player the Rev¬ 
erend Herbert H. Lusk II, 
has endorsed Bush’ re- 
election. 

“Now there’s a heaven¬ 
ly payoff,” said the Rev¬ 
erend Barry Lynn, execu¬ 
tive director of Americans United for Sepa¬ 
ration of Church and State, and a frequent 
critic of the administration’s blending of 
faith-based and secular activities. 

The president said, “HIV/AIDS is a direct

HRC seeks mediation in 
Castro bar complaints

city agency investigating al¬ 
legations of racial and gen¬ 
der-based discrimination at 
two Castro bars said it would in¬ 
form the owner this week that two 
formal complaints have been filed 
against him and that it is recom¬ 
mending mediation to resolve the 
matter. 

In its letter to Les Natali, owner 
of SF Badlands and the Detour, 
the Human Rights Commission 
said it would notify him it has ac¬ 
cepted formal complaints from 
one former employee and one 
customer at Badlands who have 
alleged he violated Article 33 of 
the city’s police code. That por¬ 
tion of the code states business 
owners cannot discriminate in 
employment, housing, or accom¬ 
modations based on sex, gender, 
race, or sexual orientation. 

Larry Brinkin, a senior con¬ 
tract compliance officer and a co¬ 
manager of the LGBT and HIV di¬ 
vision of the HRC, stressed the 
letter sent to Natali only signifies 
the agency has agreed to accept 
the original complaint filed with it 
last month. 

“We haven’t verified the com¬ 
plaints,” said Brinkin. 

Natali, who has denied all 
charges against him, will be given 
three weeks from receipt of the 
HRC’s letter to respond. He has al¬ 
ready indicated to the agency that 
he is amenable to resolving the 
matter through mediation. Natali 
has suggested the allegations 
against him are part of a smear 
campaign being orchestrated by 
his competitors. 

“We volunteered to go into im¬ 
mediate mediation. We want to 
show we are more than happy to 
fully cooperate with them, the 
HRC, and anyone who has made 
any complaints,” said Natali. “We

want the complaints investigated 
and we are confident the charges 
have no merit.” 

Don Romesburg, a spokesman 
for the group IsBadlandsBad.com, 
which filed its original complaints 
against Natali on June 14, said 
they are also agreeable to partici¬ 
pating in mediation. 

“We are exploring all avenues 
available to us in terms of holding 
Les accountable for his long 
standing discrimination,” he said. 
“What we are looking for in terms 
of mediation will be a fairly high 
standard for Les to meet. I don’t 
anticipate it will be quickly re¬ 
solved. Our interest is in seeing 
that justice is served in the best 
way possible and those things take 
time.” 

The formal complaints accept¬ 
ed by the HRC, said Romesburg, 
are those made by Derek Turner, a 
former Badlands bartender whose 
allegations were disclosed in the 
initial HRC filing, and by Michael 
Wyllis, a patron of the bar who 
came forward after the group 
went public with its claims. 

According to Wyllis’s com¬ 
plaint, he observed Natali refuse 
entry to Badlands to numerous 
customers this past New Year’s Eve 
while smoking outside the bar. As 
he tried to reenter the bar, Wyllis 
said Natali asked him for ID. 
Telling Natali his ID was in his 
jacket in coat check and showing 
his claim ticket, Wyllis alleges Na¬ 
tali refused to let him into the bar. 
Only when a bar back intervened 
did Natali let Wyllis into the bar, 
states the complaint, at which 
time he retrieved his coat and left. 

Reached Wednesday morning, 
Natali said since he had not seen a 


copy of Wyllis’s complaint, he 
could not fully comment on it. He 
did say, “I haven’t heard of any¬ 
thing remotely familiar to what 
you just told me. If we could get 
details we could respond better.” 

In addition to the two com¬ 
plaints, the HRC said it has also 
documented three public accom¬ 
modation complaints and a sec¬ 
ond complaint made by a former 
employee. However, due to a one- 
year statute of limitation, those 
four complaints will only be state¬ 
ments attached to the cover letter 
sent to Natali. 

The second employee to be in¬ 
terviewed by the HRC is Max 
Killen, who worked as a doorman 
at Badlands for six months begin¬ 
ning in the fall of 2001. Killen al¬ 
leges Natali would yell at him for 
allowing black men entrance into 
the bar. 

According to Killen, who 
agreed to speak to the Bay Area 
Reporter , Natali “took me into the 
office and told me there are cer¬ 
tain people we don’t want in the 
bar. He said they have their own 
place across the street. All they do 
is come in to Badlands to sell 
drugs and then go across the 
street.” 

Killen, who has an adopted 
brother who is black, said, “I used 
to go home and break down at 
night. It was so wrong I was a part 
of it.” 

However, while it is not stated 
in his complaint with the HRC, 
Killen continued to work as a coat 
check person at the bar up until 
April 22 of this year, at which time 
Natali said he laid off Killen for re¬ 
fusing to check a patron’s back¬ 
pack. 

“They don’t say and nobody 
ever said he continued to work at 
Badlands for two and a half years,” 
said Natali, who suggested Killen 
is upset at being fired from a job 
that can pay $400 per night. “It is 
easy to find disgruntled former 
employees, certainly they are out 
there. And certainly there are dis¬ 
gruntled customers. It is only to 
be expected based on the volume 
of business we do.” 

33 people interviewed 

Since IsBadlandsBad.com went 
public last month, it has inter¬ 
viewed 33 people who also allege 
they were discriminated against 
by Natali, said Romesburg. The 
group passed out flyers to revelers

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Trans March a success

A n estimated 2,000 people 
turned out for the first ever 
Trans March in San Fran¬ 
cisco on Friday, June 25. Members 
of the community - from gen- 
derqueers to transsexuals - as well 
as allies and supporters - includ¬ 
ing a contingent of about 100 cy¬ 
clists from Critical Mass - all 
gathered at Dolores Park for a 
rally, then marched down Market 
Street to Civic Center to ceremo¬ 
niously unveil a transgender altar. 

“Look at this amazing, unbe¬ 
lievable community we have,” an¬ 
nounced march organizer Sam 
Davis to the crowd in Dolores 
Park. “We are standing up, as tran- 
nies, genderqueers, intersex folks, 
FTMs, MTFs, two-spirits, admir¬ 
ers, and allies, to a huge, main¬ 
stream conservative political ma¬ 
chine. We are asking for respect 
and equality as human beings.” 

The rally portion of the event 
featured numerous speakers, from 
the family of transgender teenag¬ 
er Gwen Araujo - who empha¬ 
sized love, respect, and justice for 
everyone - to well-known author 
Patrick Califia, who noted that 
rather than perpetuate the stan¬ 
dard narrative, he believes he has 
had a choice about his life, and 
that he would indeed choose 
being a transsexual again. 


Police directed traffic for the 
large crowd that took over the 
streets, and cars honked in support. 

At Civic Center, Assemblyman 
Mark Leno (D^San Francisco) 
greeted the marchers; acknowl¬ 
edged his endorsement of trans¬ 
gender activist Robert Haaland, 
who is running for city supervisor 
in District 5; acknowledged new 
city Police Commissioner Theresa 
Sparks, a transgender woman; and 
praised Araujo’s family members 
for their advocacy and work. 

“Gwen Araujo came into the 
world and left it with a message of 
love, and she had to pay the high¬ 
est price,” said Leno. “And let’s be 


very clear: Gwen Araujo deceived 
no one.” 

A representative of Parents, 
Friends, and Family of Lesbians 
and Gays from Newark, where 
Araujo lived and died, said that his 
city has responded to the murder 
and rallied in Araujo’s name. 

“You are so beautiful,” he said 
to the crowd, adding that remain¬ 
ing visible was the best way to 
combat ignorance and fear. 

Like most things in the com¬ 
munity, the march was not with¬ 
out its critics - some noted a lack 
of racial diversity, a pervasive 
problem in LGBT circles - while 
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Gwen Araujo's name change approved

Surh issued an order to change the 
name of Eddie Araujo Jr. to Gwen 
Amber Rose Araujo. 

Araujo, 17, who was born male 
but lived as a female since the age 
of 14, had requested a name and 
sex c-hange before she was mur¬ 
dered by a group of men in Octo¬ 
ber 2002, according to her family. 
The legal name change, requested 
by her mother Sylvia Guerrero 
during a May 25 hearing, was in 
part to fulfill a promise to her 
daughter, and in part to ensure 
that Gwen is honored as she 
wished to be known. 

“Now that the court has recog¬ 
nized her name, I’m calling on all 
print and broadcast media outlets 
to do the same,” said a statement 
from Guerrero. “Using ‘Eddie 
Gwen Araujo’ is no longer appro¬ 
priate in any media coverage.” 

Chris Daley, co-director of the 
Transgender Law Center, agreed. 

“Make no mistake, this court 
order is not a symbolic document. 
Due to last week’s mistrial, Gwen’s 
name and identity will once again 


be subject to unprincipled attacks 
from the same defense attorneys 
who have spent the last several 
months disrespecting her,” said 
Daley. 

Despite overwhelming evi¬ 
dence, a jury could not agree upon 
murder convictions for the three 
men who have admitted a role in 
Araujo’s killing. A mistrial was de¬ 
clared in the Hayward Hall of Jus¬ 
tice on June 22, and the Alameda 
County District Attorney’s office 
vowed that same day to retry the 


case. The defendants - Jose Merel, 
Michael Magidson, and Jason 
Cazares - remain in custody. 

“It is my strong hope that as we 
move toward a retrial for their 
clients, each of these attorneys will 
give this order the respect it de¬ 
mands by referring to Gwen by 
her legal name,” said Daley. 

A press conference announc¬ 
ing the legal name change is 
planned for today (Thursday, July 
1), outside the Fremont court¬ 
house. T

Tina’s Cafe’ hopes 
to foster dialogue 
for crystal meth users

O pening this weekend is 
Tina’s Cafe, a monthly 
lounge party aimed at crys¬ 
tal meth users. Organizers of the 
event hope it will attract guys who 
have concerns about speed but do 
not want to attend a 12-step pro¬ 
gram. 

“We are providing a space for 
people to have a dialogue and 
compare notes about what is 
going on in their lives and other 
people’s lives,” said Steve Fabus, a 
longtime San Francisco DJ who 
approached the men behind the 
Tweaker.org Web site with the idea 
for the party. “What does crystal 
give you? What does it take away? 
How much does it hold you back? 
All these issues I think are in the 
front-line of activism now in the 
community. I just feel it’s being 
part of a family and it’s time to 
take care of people and to show 
concern for people who may be 


having problems with the drug.” 

Instead of hosting a town hall 
meeting or lecture about the dan¬ 
gers of crystal use, the organizers 
want to create a safe environment 
away from a nightclub or the In¬ 
ternet’s party-n-play scene where 
guys can meet and talk about their 
concerns or experiences with crys¬ 
tal. 

“A lot of folks don’t want to do 
a 12-step thing or go into treat¬ 
ment and don’t know how to con¬ 
nect with people struggling with 
the same issues,” said Michael 
Siever, Ph.D., director of the 
Stonewall Project, a harm reduc¬ 
tion-based treatment program for 
gay, bi, trans, and queer men who 
have questions or concerns about 
their speed use, and runs the 
Tweaker.org Web site. “People are 
tired of community forums or 
town hall meetings. It seems that 
doesn’t draw people very much.” 

The event is also an acknowl¬ 
edgment that not everyone who 
uses crystal wants to stop or sees 


it as a problem. While they may 
have questions about using the 
drug, they are not interested in at¬ 
tending an event that looks down 
on drug users. 

“The point is to provide a so¬ 
cial environment for guys who use 
speed, or for guys who have used 
speed in the past, to meet but 
without it being all about speed,” 
said Kevin Mosely, the volunteer 
coordinator at Tweaker.org. “It is 
meant to provide socialization 
outside of a completely spun-out 
environment.” 

Nor is the event only for peo¬ 
ple who use crystal, sometimes re¬ 
ferred to as Tina, hence the name 
for the event. 

“We are not going to be asking 
for your speed users card at the 
door,” said Mosely. 

While the event is meant to be 
accepting of crystal users, actual 
drug use will not be tolerated. 

“If someone comes who is al¬ 
ready high that is okay, but we may

Is SF-Badlands Bad? 


On the issues: 


the joefire Perspective 

W hile most of you know nothing of it, there's 
a new war being launched in the Castro. Like 
the wars that have preceded it, drama is the word 
of the day. 

Seems that a number of people have banned together to suggest that 
the owner of a several bars that cater to gay people in the Castro has 
any number of problems. San Francisco reporter Matthew S. Bajko 
wrote an excellent piece for the Bay Area Reporter that provided a 
very full picture of the issues involved. 

Last week these people called together a hastily planned press con¬ 
ference where they presented these accusations (and an ever grow¬ 
ing list of other accusations) to members of the media and commu¬ 
nity...and so it began. After reviewing all of the materials provided by 
the group and reading Matthew's article I find all of this very, very 
suspicious. 

The people behind these complaints contend that the allegations are 
coming after a six month investigation. They claim that they've col¬ 
lected complaints from a wide cross- section of SF-Badlands patrons 
and employees. And, of course, they claim that their only goal is to 
make sure that there's justice in the world and blah-blah-blah-blah- 
blah. 

The group freely admits that while they have any number of demands 
for Natali that they didn't speak with him directly about these com¬ 
plaints in advance of the press conference. In fact, the group’s 
spokesperson essentially said that before he'd be willing to speak to 
Natali that he wants Natali to respond to the allegations with promis¬ 
es to adjust his business practices. 

SF-Badlands has been around for FOUR YEARS! In that time, the 
place has remained pretty much the same. So, we're either to be¬ 
lieve that Natali recently changed his business practices and blacks 
noticed or we're to believe that black men have been putting up 
with this crap for four years and it's just now that we've had it up 
to here! 

I'm not buying it! 

There's concern by some that Natali will change the Pendulum into 
something other than a dump and thus drive out it's current customer 
base...These attacks on Natali and SF-Badlands come across as a 
very thinly veiled attempt to negatively impact the transfer of the Pen¬ 
dulum's liquor license to Natali. Unfortunately, the people behind this 
have chosen some pretty hot-button issues in order to affect getting 
this done. 


Employment practices that discriminate... How many black bartenders 
are there in the Castro during the evenings at any bar? How many 
women? Don't blast me with mail pointing out the numbers - just 
note that whatever the number it's small...If complaints are to be 
made on this score - why single out Natali? 

Stated music policy against playing rap music.. .I'm going to say it- 
we're going to get mail on it but I do not care: Nobody goes to SF-Bad¬ 
lands to hear rap music! That's not Natali's fault - the folks who 
spend money in that bar are clearly happy with the music Natali plays. 
SF-Badlands plays MTV video.. ..for the most part with enough of a 
sprinkle of decent dance music to keep the dance floor full. No rap. 
And that's FINE with the folks who show-up. 

On if there is some funny business going on with checking the ID's, I 
strongly doubt that it's directed at folks based on race. Bars in the 
Castro are about making money - show-up ready to spend money 
and keep down the drama quotient and bars are more than happy to 
have you in their place - black/white/blue/brown. 

On requiring black men to prove to doormen they have money to buy 
drinks: I'm going to say it - people aren't going to like it - but I'm 
going to say it: I JUST PLAIN AND SIMPLY DON'T BELIEVE THIS ONE! 

I don't. Period. I think the person claiming it either lied or made it up 
or maybe they just out and out lied. But I don't believe it. Is it possi¬ 
ble that some doorman made such a request? Sure? But the like¬ 
lihood that a successful bar owner would have such a policy — come 
on. I'm just not buying it. 

This whole thing rings to me as some kind of 21st Century shake- 
down^-Natali has been operating the SF-Badlands for FOUR YEARS 
and no one has said one word- now he buys the Pendulum and sud¬ 
denly he's one of the Castro's worst employers. 

I'm just not buying it.

.. .The timeline is questionable; the investigation looks shady; and the 
fact that these people didn't offer Natali the opportunity for a sit-down 
before labeling him a racist - a very serious charge - is horrible. The 
nature of Natali's business speaks to why they're will always be peo¬ 
ple willing to come forward and accuse him of any number of things. 
But calling someone a racist -- that's heavy handed. And as racism 
does really still exist such a charge ought to only be made once every 
other possibility has been examined. To do this - these people should 
have - at a minimum - spoken with Natali. 

They didn't - And that alone speaks volumes for their motives.

The staff members of Badlands and Detour are a close-knit group of 
people that are almost like family. We are proud group of people that enjoy 
serving and entertaining the entire community; gay, straight, male or fe¬ 
male no matter what your ethnicity, religion, or beliefs are. If you’re from

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W e are well aware that Republicans 
in the U.S. Senate are doing every¬ 
thing they can to put the heat on 
Democratic Senator and presidential candi¬ 
date John Kerry. The Senate leadership 
foiled Kerry’s effort to cast a vote on a vet¬ 
erans measure recently, and has scheduled a 
vote on the antigay Federal Marriage 
Amendment for the week of July 12, just 
two weeks before the Democratic National 
Convention. 

We are also aware that same-sex marriage 
is an issue Kerry wishes would go away. He 
opposes it. His home state of Massachusetts 
is now the only state in the nation where gays 
and lesbians can legally wed. And the De¬ 
mocratic nominating convention is in 
Boston, sort of a ground zero in the gay mar¬ 
riage battle at the moment. Republicans no 
doubt will make much of this not only dur¬ 
ing the Democratic convention, but also 
right on through the fall campaign. 

Finally, we are well aware that since. 
Kerry has been running for president, he has 
missed a lot of votes in the Senate. In par¬ 
ticular, he missed a vote last month on the 
federal hate crimes bill that includes protec¬ 
tions for LGBTs. It is important to note, 
however, that in this case, Kerry is a co¬ 
sponsor of the bill and it passed by a 65 to 
33 margin, when it only required a simple 
majority. In other words, Kerry’s vote wasn’t 
really needed. It’s also quite possible that the 
hate crimes bill will get no further in Con¬ 
gress this year, as the bill has been intro¬ 
duced since 1998 and has never faced a vote 
in the House of Representatives. 

The Federal Marriage Amendment, 
however, is a different matter entirely. A 
two-thirds vote is required in the Senate and 
the House on constitutional amendments, 
and as of right now, it is unlikely there are 
the 67 votes in the Senate needed to pass the 
amendment. We need to keep it that way. 
Especially since the House would likely pass 
the amendment. Kerry needs to be in Wash¬ 
ington to cast his vote against the FMA, not 


on the campaign trail. It’s an important ges¬ 
ture to the LGBT community, especially 
since he does not support gay marriage but 
does oppose writing discrimination into the 
U.S. Constitution, which is what the 
FMA would do. 

This week, we put the ques¬ 
tion of whether Kerry will be in , 
Washington to vote against the 
FMA to Assemblyman Mark Leno 
(D-San Francisco), a staunch Kerry 
supporter and champion for same-sex 
marriage. “Kerry intends to vote. He will 
be there,” Leno told us Monday 
evening. And while Leno dis¬ 
agrees with Kerry on the mar¬ 
riage issue, he knows that a 
Kerry administration wouldn't put the 
screws to us like Bush has. Whether it is 
trumpeting heterosexual marriage or faith- 
based abstinence-only sex education, Bush’s 
domestic policy has been a dismal failure, 


irreparably marred by his close association 
with the religious right. 

The Kerry for President booth at Pride 
was busy last Sunday. And hundreds of peo¬ 
ple were wearing “LGBT for Kerry” stickers 
and carrying Kerry signs in the parade. 
It is obvious that the LGBT commu¬ 
nity has largely decided that voting 
President Bush out of office is infi¬ 
nitely more important than Kerry’s 
opposition to gay marriage. The 
Human Rights Campaign last month 
^ endorsed Kerry despite differing 
with him on the marriage 
issue. Other LGBT groups like¬ 
ly will as well. 

Senate Republicans have 
purely political motivation in mind with 
their decision to hold a July vote on the 
FMA. But Kerry needs to be there, to stand 
up for what’s right, and help defeat this ho¬ 
mophobic, hateful amendment. T 
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Why we need a new movement

M ost gay men take good care of our¬ 
selves, and help our friends do the 
same. While many of us are happy, 
healthy, and well-connected, others in our 
community are having real problems around 
their health and well-being. Growing num¬ 
bers of men are choosing to have condom¬ 
less sex without disclosure of serostatus or 
the negotiation of safer sex strategies. Many 
HIV-negative men perceive the inevitability 
of seroconversion. Many get lost in speed and 
alcohol use. Too many men maintain a lais- 
sezfaire attitude toward their own health and 
well-being and that of their queer peers. 
Many of us are isolated and alienated from a 
community that in the past has proven itself 
capable of taking care of its members. 

The Department of Public Health brought 
together community members and a group of 
health, social, and political activists to strate- 
gize about our health and well-being and how 
best to resolve the problems confronting our 
community. Conclusion: an approach other 
than the HIV/STD model that we’ve been in¬ 
undated with for so long is needed to help re¬ 
define ourselves as gay men and re-establish 
our relationship to each other, the communi¬ 
ty and to the world at large. 

Responding to this challenge, a group of 
us from DPH engaged hundreds of gay men 
in conversations about the major concerns 
and issues they face. A major concern is the 
lack of a “community” with which to iden¬ 
tify and associate. Many men feel separated 
from one another and feel that they don’t fit 
in. Beyond sex, partying, and the gym, many 
have little or no social interaction with other 
gay men, and many emphasized a need for a 
new gay identity. To address the problems 
some of us have around health, HIV/STDs 
and substance use, the men we spoke with 
recognized the need for increasing our col¬ 
lective responsibility, and in a sex positive 
and fun way, tackling the apathy and low self 


esteem prevalent in our community. 

Gay men once again need to be part of 
an extended and unified family, one that be¬ 
gins anew to tap into our activist and altru¬ 
istic spirit. Success in securing our future 
health and well-being depends on our abil¬ 
ity to reverse the disconnectedness so many 
of us have from one another. We see San 
Francisco gay men’s culture as being ready 
to embrace new norms around sex, health, 
well-being, and collective responsibili¬ 
ty. People take better care of them¬ 
selves when they have a raised sense 
of self-worth and strong communi¬ 
ty affiliation. By directly addressing 
these principles, we believe that a 
stronger gay community will help 
us better adopt behavior to en¬ 
hance our lives, improve 
our physical and mental 
well-being, better cele¬ 
brate each other in sex 
positive ways, and decrease many of the ills 
some of us face. 

We have embarked on this community¬ 
building challenge and have spearheaded a 
new gay men’s health initiative and grass¬ 
roots movement. Building on alliances be¬ 
tween community members, service 
providers, business owners, and political 
leaders, this new effort is an opportunity to 
address what’s keeping us apart and builds 
new bridges to bring us (especially the most 
disenfranchised members of our communi¬ 
ty) together through empowerment, partic¬ 
ipation in new grassroots events, activities, 
and support systems. We are building new 
innovative frameworks for making our¬ 
selves: more cohesive as a social network; 
healthier, happier, and less prone to put our¬ 
selves at risk; and, more caring and respon¬ 
sible to each other. In short, we are foster¬ 
ing increased social capital among ourselves 
by creating a new sense of community affil¬ 
iation and a healthier gay identity. By bring¬ 
ing these concepts into our day-to-day lives, 
we will take better care of our partners, each 
other, and ourselves. 


Under the name Gay Men’s Community 
Initiative, together with our community 
partners, we have initiated grassroots health 
promoting and community building activ¬ 
ities. GMCI has released its 2004 “Declara¬ 
tion of Gay Men’s Rights and Responsibili¬ 
ties” to stimulate an ongoing community 
dialogue about our responsibilities to each 
other, and our rights as gay men living in a 
larger society. We have launched the “Wilde 
Chats,” a series of Socratic style discussions 
challenging men’s basic assumptions about 
the direction of contemporary gay culture. 

We have begun organizing a series 
of social outings that are helping 
guys renew their sense of be¬ 
longing to the larger gay men’s 
community. For new arrivals, 
meeting people outside of 
the sex and party scene 
can be very difficult and 
intimidating; a new wel¬ 
coming and mentorship program is being 
established. In an effort to address our cul¬ 
turally specific needs, we have launched 
working groups of black gay men and Lati¬ 
no gay men. Efforts addressing the specific 
needs of other groups within our commu¬ 
nity will happen as mentors/leaders step 
forward. 

The future of our community is in our 
own hands. The scope and direction of 
these efforts will come from all of us. We as 
members of GMCI are hoping that many of 
you will join us. We are limited only by a 
lack of imagination and involvement. ▼

Ex-employees respond 

We are two of the former employees who’ve come 
forward to speak o^it about the discrimination we wit¬ 
nessed and, in some cases, were forced to be a part of 
at Badlands. We’d like to address the current employ¬ 
ees of Les Natali, several of whom have made state¬ 
ments in the press in the past week. 

For many months, we confided to friends and fam¬ 
ily that Badlands employees were being told by the 
owner, Les Natali, not to admit “those people,” mean¬ 
ing African Americans, to find any reason to bar their 
admittance to Badlands - “Do they have two IDs? Do 
they have a backpack?” Many of our friends reacted 
in disbelief. Others asked us: “How can you work for 
somebody like that?” In addition, we were, afraid of 


Natali’s retaliation. Natali has a lot of power, money, 
and lawyers. We’ve seen who comes into the bar and 
know that he has a lot of influential friends. All of this 
made it hard for us to deal with the situation. But, in 
June, we decided to come forward because, finally, 
people are talking and listening, and willing to take 
action. 

We know that working at Badlands can be great: 
it’s a fun staff to be a part of, the clientele is great, you 
can have fun on the job, there’s an air of prestige about 
being chosen to work there, and it’s a really good pay- 
check. But there’s one big problem: Natali’s attitudes 
and policies - especially his penchant for discrimina¬ 
tion - have caused a lot of pain and humiliation for a 
lot of people. For that, we are very sorry. 

Let us be clear: we are not accusing the staff of 
being racist. We worked there, too, we are close with 
some of you, and we support you. We know that most 
of you refuse to follow Natali’s discriminatory edicts. 
We know that others of you follow his rules in order 
to keep your jobs. We know that still others have never 
been a part of the situation in the first place. 

We also know that some of you have said one thing 
in private and then, last week, other things in public. 
We can imagine that being a voice of dissent right 
now can mean being erased from the schedule and 
out of a job. But no one is allowed to make you feel 
afraid. You need to know that you have the legal right 
to represent the truth, free from intimidation and re¬ 
taliation, and that support is here for you. 

We urge you to look deep within yourselves and 
decide what you’re really defending, and why. It was 
scary for us to come forward with the truth, but it’s a 
relief to know that we’re doing the right thing.

A recent newspaper report on 
the 2002 marriage and di¬ 
vorce rates in Vermont 
showed that straight couples have 
a higher divorce rate than same- 
sex couples, and that the hetero¬ 
sexual rate has remained pretty 
constant since the advent of 
civil unions in 2000. Or, to 
phrase it in a way guaran¬ 
teed to make the religious 
right squirm: if you’re the 
child of a mommy-daddy 
family in Vermont, your 
parents are more likely to 
divorce than are 
Heather’s two mom¬ 
mies. 

These are 
the first statis¬ 
tics we’ve had 
on legalized 

gay relationships, and the tempta¬ 
tion for the lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity to jump to wild conclu¬ 
sions is pretty great, given how de¬ 
monized our unions are. I would¬ 
n’t be surprised to hear some gay 
activists and commentators boast¬ 
ing that our relationships are “bet¬ 
ter” than heterosexual ones. But, 
in fact, they’re simply different in 
their gender-role makeup - and in 
a way that could help straight cou¬ 
ples, too. 

It will be highly ironic if, in the 
long run, heterosexual marriages 
- which receive enormous societal 
and institutional support - prove 
to be shakier than same-sex ones. 
But then, there’s so much hype 
and myth about heterosexual ro¬

mance in popular culture, partic¬ 
ularly aimed at women, making 
straight marriage look like a piece 
of wedding cake. A recent episode 
of the cheesy daytime talk show 
Dr. Phil showed the extreme of 
this, interviewing young, single 
women with highly romanticized 
views of marriage. In fact, several 
had already planned their wed¬ 
dings, even though they didn’t 
have boyfriends. 

On the other hand, there 
are far fewer romantic illu¬ 
sions for lesbian and gay 
couples, most of whom have 
nothing to hold them to¬ 
gether but sheer willpow¬ 
er. Indeed, there has been 
some concern among 
queers on the far 
left that legal¬ 
ized marriage 

_ for same-sex 

couples will 
ultimately destroy one of the good 
things we have going for us - the 
ability many gay couples have to 
stay together over the long haul, 
even though society doesn’t rec¬ 
ognize our unions. 

But then, there’s more to the 
marriage game than simply stick¬ 
ing it out. Looking at marriage 
from a feminist perspective, one 
of the biggest hurdles facing het¬ 
erosexual unions is the strangle¬ 
hold that gender roles continue to 
wield over most of the men and 
women who enter into them. And 
it’s in the area of gender noncon¬ 
formity that many lesbian and gay 
couples hold a powerful advan¬ 
tage. 

All of us get indoctrinated into 


our “proper” gender roles early in 
life, from the time we’re brought 
home from the hospital in the 
requisite pink or blue blanket. But 
somehow queer kids often man¬ 
age to subvert those roles, by 
being boy-girls or girl-boys who 
won’t - or can’t - act exactly as so¬ 
ciety dictates. And many of us take 
that with us into our adult rela¬ 
tionships. 

While it’s true that some 
straight relationships today do 
shake up gender roles - a female 
friend of mine mows the lawn, 
while her male partner washes the 
dishes - the norm is that wife Jane 
is burdened because husband Jim 
rarely “helps” around the house 
and doesn’t bear primary respon¬ 
sibility for the kids. At the same 
time, their lesbian neighbors Judy 
and Jo don’t have prescribed gen¬ 
der rules to rely on, so they set up 
a copacetic arrangement in which 
each performs the tasks she likes 
and is good at, rather than those 
society assigns to women at birth. 

The disregard of traditional 
gender roles by same-sex couples 
is borne out, too, in a few studies 
about the grown children of les¬ 
bian parents (there isn’t enough 
data yet on those of gay male par¬ 
ents). Girls and boys raised to 
adulthood by two lesbian moms 
seem to be much less likely to feel 
hemmed in by gender expecta¬ 
tions than kids raised in mom- 
and-dad families. Which makes-, 
sense - after all, they’ve grown up 
around women who do every¬ 
thing from cooking to repairing 
leaky faucets.

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Nader move backfires

ndependent presidential can¬ 
didate Ralph Nader apparent¬ 
ly felt he would kill two birds 
with one stone - beating Democ¬ 
rat John Kerry to the punch in 
naming his vice presidential run¬ 
ning mate while at the same time 
tapping a Green Party presidential 
candidate, thereby hopefully pres¬ 
suring the party into choosing not 
to pick a nominee of its own at its 
convention last week, but to en¬ 
dorse Nader, the so-called inde¬ 
pendent, instead. 

Nader’s plan, however, back¬ 
fired last Saturday when the Green 
Party overlooked the aging con¬ 
sumer advocate’s candidacy - de¬ 
spite an in-person plea by Peter 
Camejo, Nader’s veep choice and 
a onetime Green Party presiden¬ 
tial wannabe and a candidate for 
California governor last year. De¬ 
spite Camejo’s having 114 com¬ 
mitted Green Party delegates, he 
was unable to persuade the party 
to endorse Nader. Instead, the 
party nominated longtime activist 
David Cobb for president. Cobb 
has served for years as the Green 
Party general counsel. 

In 1996 and 2000, Nader was 
the Green Party nominee for pres¬ 
ident, but this year he decided to 
seek only an endorsement, not the 
nomination, as part of an effort to 
build what Nader calls an “ecu¬ 
menical” coalition of third party 
support. In 2000, under 
the Green Party banner, 

Nader won 2.7 percent of 
the national vote and was 
blamed by many for 
drawing votes away 
from then-Vice Presi¬ 
dent Al Gore, the De¬ 
mocratic nomi¬ 
nee, in key 
states, allowing 
those states to 
go to Republican George W. 
Bush by the narrowest of mar¬ 
gins. 

Cobb told reporters after his 
nomination that the failure of 
Nader to win the Green Party’s 
nod “shouldn’t necessarily be 
viewed as a victory” for Kerry, the 
presumptive Democratic presi¬ 
dential nominee, but Cobb and 
some of his supporters left little 
doubt they wanted no part of 
playing the “spoiler” in this year’s 
election much the way so many 
had accused Nader of doing in 
2000. 

Democratic Party officials were 
clearly relieved that Nader was de¬ 
nied the Green Party endorsement 
this past week, knowing that the 
backing of that party would give 
him access to numerous state bal¬ 
lots. 

Nader, still bitter at being la¬ 
beled a spoiler by even some of his 
longtime closest friends after the 
2000 election, will not be without 
third-party endorsement, howev¬ 
er. Earlier this year, Nader won ac¬ 
cess to ballots in seven states when 
the Reform Party backed him. 

After the Green Party conven¬ 
tion, Nader’s support - much of it 
already reportedly very “soft” - 
was reportedly continuing to 
erode as some of his top advisers 
admitted that this gamble of 
reaching deep into the Green 
Party to pick Camejo as his run¬ 
ning mate backfired politically 
and the move clearly failed to pay 
off. 

Politics and people 

The buzz is still swirling in'San 
Francisco City Hall about peren¬ 
nial crybaby bad-boy Supervisor 
Chris Daly, who recently “wel¬ 


comed” longtime progressive Su¬ 
pervisor Tom Ammiano “back to 
the city’s political left.” Many San 
Francisco activists who have been 
around long enough to know the 
city’s politics would likely say that 
Ammiano has probably “forgot¬ 
ten” more about this town’s pro¬ 
gressive politics than Daly now 
knows. 

The Harvey Milk LGBT De¬ 
mocratic Club has endorsed Toni 
Ammiano for re-election in Dis¬ 
trict 9 and Robert Haaland in 
District 5. Meanwhile, the local 
Green Party has endorsed Renee 
Saucedo, a party member, 
for supe in District 9, 
and I’ve not heard 
anything official, but 
Saucedo tells me she 
has outgoing Board 
of Supervisors Presi¬ 
dent Matt Gonzalez’s 
backing in that race as 
well. 

George W, 
Bush and 
Dick Cheney 
becoming Reagonites by associa¬ 
tion? Not if Ronald Prescott 
Reagan has anything to say about 
it. The younger Reagan, a self-pro¬ 
fessed “political independent,” 
said on CNN’s Larry King Live last 
week that Bush’s decision on Iraq 
“was a terrible mistake; a terrible 
foreign policy error,” adding that 
he “will vote for anyone who has 
the best chance of beating George 
W. Bush” and both he and his wife 
have privately told friends they 
support John Kerry for president. 

Friends watching the 2005 Los 
Angeles mayoral race tell me that 
the contest there includes former 
Assembly Speakers Robert 
Hertzberg, Antonio Vil- 
laraigosa, state Senator Richard 
Alarcon (D-Sun Valley) and for¬ 
mer Police Chief (now city coun¬ 
cil member) Bernard Parks. 
They are all challenging Mayor 


James Hahn, and that could 
mean that for the first time in 32 
years a sitting L.A. mayor could be 
ousted. 

Hell, I guess we can’t win ‘em 
all: The city of Bend, Oregon 
(pop. 63,000) gave official permis¬ 
sion to religious activists to start 
collecting petition signatures to 
overturn a gay rights ordinance. 
The law was approved unani¬ 
mously by the City Council in 
early June, and bans discrimina¬ 
tion based on sexual orientation. 

Another great Pride Parade 
Sunday, though everf politico and 
their supporters in town are won¬ 
dering how Joe Blue, a District 5 
supe candidate, managed his near- 
the-front spot in the long parade 
- even before the mayor, and the 
never-ending line of grand mar¬ 
shals (who do you know, Mr. 
Blue?). The loudest cheers went to 
Mayor Gavin Newsom, who was 
not only the hero of the entire day 
but was mobbed by crowds wher¬ 
ever he went before and after the 
parade (I mean, the Gav could run 
for president with that crowd 
Sunday - incredible!), Assembly- 
man Mark Leno (D-San Francis¬ 
co), state Board of Equalization 
Chairwoman Carole Migden, 
City Attorney Dennis Herrera, 
District Attorney Kamala Harris, 
and Supervisor Bevan Dufty. (By 
the way, someone have Joe Blue 
give me a call - gotta get to know 
that guy). As for grand marshals, 
they were all over the place, or as 
Hairspray star Bruce Vilanch put 
it, “It was like a line of “Grand 
Marsha, Marsha, Marshas!” Over¬ 
all, well done, folks. 

A sign of the times for Bush? 
Lee lacocca, the former chair¬ 
man of the Chrysler Corporation, 
a lifelong Republican, and big 
bucks fundraiser for Bush in 2000, 
endorsing Democrat John Kerry,

Schwarzenegger on gay 
marriage :'/ don't care'

C alifornia Governor Arnold Schwarzenegger last week told a 
lunchtime crowd of restaurant patrons in Folsom, California that 
he “[doesn’t] care one way or the other” about gay marriage. 
While promoting his new budget plans at Romano’s Macaroni 
Grill Thursday, June 24, diner Peter Renfro asked the governor’s 
opinion on gay marriage, to which Schwarzenegger replied, “My 
opinion is that I don’t care one way or the other,” the Los Angeles 
Times reported Friday. When Renfro pushed the governor to “not 
avoid the question,” Schwarzenegger repeated, “No, no, I don’t care 
one way or the other.” 

The remark puts the Republican governor at odds with Presi¬ 
dent Bush, who is pushing to amend the U.S. Constitution with a 
ban on such marriages. T 
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Castro bar 
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at the Pink Saturday party to fur¬ 
ther educate the community 
about its claims. 

“We are in the phase now 
where we are moving much more 
into having a dialogue with the 
community and continuing to 
bring in new interview candi¬ 
dates,” said Romesburg. 

Once the HRC receives Natali’s 
response, then the agency will 
meet with both sides to try to me¬ 
diate a resolution that will satisfy 
both parties, said Brinkin. 

“If we can reach a resolution 
that everyone is satisfied with that 
will end the process and we will 
monitor what the respondent has 
agreed to do,” explained Brinkin. 
“If mediation fails to resolve the 
complaint we then have to make a 
determination if there is enough 
evidence to warrant an investiga¬ 
tion. We have to at least believe if 
we investigate it we will find it.” 

At that point, the director of 
the HRC would write a director’s 
finding report, which would be 
made public. However, since Bad¬ 


lands is not a city contractor, 
Brinkin said the HRC has no ju¬ 
risdiction to impose sanctions 
against the bar or its owner. The 
report could be forwarded to the 
state’s Department of Alcoholic 
Beverage Control, which is also 
investigating requests that it re¬ 
voke Natali’s liquor license and 
deny his request to acquire the 
Pendulum’s liquor license. Natali 
is in escrow to buy the Pendulum, 
the city’s only gay bar that caters 
to an African American clientele. 

“Because we are a city agency, 
and there is state preemption, we 
don’t, have authority to order a 
remedy,” said Brinkin. “If there is a 
finding of discrimination by us, I 
would predict the ABC would take 
that seriously. It might be a piece 
of evidence they could use. We re¬ 
ally are hoping to resolve this 
through the mediation process.” 

In 1990 the HRC settled dis¬ 
crimination complaints made 
against the Midnight Sun through 
mediation. In that matter, said 
Brinkin, the bar agreed to hang a 
sign outside its door, which read, 
“Everyone is welcome here,” and 
have its staff receive training from 
the HRC. 


“I did training for everyone 
who worked at the door on how 
not to discriminate against peo¬ 
ple. I went in and did training 
with the staff on affirmative ac¬ 
tion, racism, and sexism issues,” 
said Brinkin who added one em¬ 
ployee of the bar also settled a law¬ 
suit privately with the bar’s owner. 
“We haven’t had any complaints 
from the Midnight Sun since that 
time, so hopefully our efforts were 
successful.” 

The HRC did receive a com¬ 
plaint against Badlands in 2001, 
said Brinkin, but the agency dis¬ 
missed it due to lack of evidence. 

“It was kind of a he-said, she- 
said thing. A customer alleged dis¬ 
crimination and in a telephone 
conversation with the owner he 
denied it. There were no witness¬ 
es so it didn’t go anywhere,” said 
Brinkin. “We can use that infor¬ 
mation now, though.” T

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ask people to leave if they are dis¬ 
ruptive of the process,” said Mosely. 

The event will be held at Mag¬ 
net, the gay men’s health center in 
the Castro, and feature Fabus as 
the DJ, Joan. Jett-Blakk as the 
night’s emcee, and performers 
Matilda and Don Baird, a DJ at 
the Hole in the Wall and the Eagle 
Tavern, reading pieces they wrote 
about crystal use. 

“It in a sense pokes fun at it. It 
doesn’t glamorize it nor does it 
put it down. It is a candid, blunt 
look at speed use,” said Baird, who 
first read the piece at an event 


called “Booty Bump” last year. 

If the lounge party is success¬ 
ful, Fabus and Mosely hope to 
host them on the first Saturday of 
the month and feature various 
performers from the city’s 
nightlife and artistic community. 
Fabus, who DJed at former gay 
clubs the Trocadero and I-Beam, 
said he felt it was time for artists 
to become involved in the com¬ 
munity’s discussions about speed. 

“I have seen a lot of what has 
gone on in that culture and 
around it. I thought it was time 
for me to basically step up to the 
plate and be influential in at least 
getting some of these issues out in 
the open,” he said. “I think our 
mission is to, without judgment 


and respect to the fact everyone 
has their own timeline with their 
experiences with crystal or other 
drugs, to change the tone of the 
community.” 

Steve Gibson, Magnet’s execu¬ 
tive director, said taking a more 
accepting approach is in the end 
more effective than “a top-down 
‘we know better than you’ ap¬ 
proach. If guys are mustering the 
courage to talk to their friends 
about crystal meth use and they 
are reacting in a bad way, it does¬ 
n’t work. We need to show sup¬ 
port for our friends and not be 
criticizing them.”

A variety of assaults - some of 
them potentially hate-mo¬ 
tivated - as well as several 
personal robberies and substance- 
related crimes occurred over Pride 
weekend. And while officers with 
the San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment said there is no indication 
that citywide crime statistics were 
higher during Pride, San Francis¬ 
co Patrol Special Police Officer 
Jane Warner, who patrols the Cas¬ 
tro, said that the number of police 
reports she collected from Mis¬ 
sion Station related to the festivi¬ 
ties was quite significant. 

Some of the more violent 
Pride-related incidents occurred 
in and around the Castro. 

On Friday, June 25, at 10:14 
p.m., police responded to the Bad¬ 
lands bar on 18th Street to arrest a 
suspect who reportedly entered 
the bar, intoxicated, without pay¬ 
ing a cover charge, then refused to 
leave, instead throwing glass bot¬ 
tles across the room and hitting 
the doorman over the head with a 
broken beer bottle from the trash. 
Another victim of the flying glass 
stepped forward to report an in¬ 
jury and make a statement, al¬ 
though no other witnesses sup¬ 
ported or contested the reported 
account. Officers determined the 
suspect to be drunk and also noted 
that security cameras probably 
captured the incident on tape. 
They arrested the suspect and 
booked him for battery. 

On Sunday, June 27 at about 
2:16 a.m., officers responded to a 
reported fight at The Bar on Cas¬ 
tro, which witnesses described as 
an assault. One of the injured par¬ 
ties in the report said he was exit¬ 
ing the bar when he saw his friend 
getting attacked by an unknown 
crowd. He attempted to help his 
friend and was grabbed by the 
back of the neck and pushed to 
the ground, hitting a gutter and 
sustaining an open wound to the 
bridge of his nose. While on the 
ground, he said a female suspect - 
described as African American, 
25-30 years old, 5 feet 9 inches, 
150 pounds, with braided hair - 
punched him repeatedly with a 
closed fist on his face and head. A 
witness to the alleged assault said 
the suspect pushed the victim to 
the ground before punching him 
some more. Police did not locate 
the suspect at the time the report 
was filed. 

On Sunday at 3:02 a.m., police 
responded to a call by a victim 
who said he and several friends 
were standing at 18th and 
Collingwood when a group of 
eight to 10 unknown suspects ap¬ 
proached and attacked them with¬ 
out provocation. The victim was 
punched in the left ear and upper 
lip and reported that the assailants 
said nothing during the assault. 
The friends had left the scene after 
the incident, but witnesses includ¬ 
ed two Department of Public 
Works employees who yelled for 
the suspects to stop the attack and 
in turn were assaulted themselves. 
All suspects then fled toward Mar¬ 
ket Street. Because of the swiftness 
of the attack, only one suspect 
could be accurately described - a 
black male, 5 feet 7 inches tall, 160 
pounds, and about 30-35 years 
old. 

Also over the weekend, said 
Warner, a pair of lesbians entered 
Orphan Andy’s restaurant in the 


Castro to report that they had 
been attacked by two apparently 
heterosexual men. 

Specific data for the entire city 
was not available by press time, 
but there are at least a few anec¬ 
dotal reports of possible anti- 
LGBT assaults in the South of 
Market District on Saturday night 
and early Sunday morning. 

Community United Against 
Violence, which tracks anti-LGBT 
hate crimes and advocates for its 
victims, was closed on Monday, 
June 28, but as of Tuesday had re¬ 
ceived at least one report of a hate 
crime assault over the weekend. 

Actually, said CUAV’s hate 
crime survivor advocate Tina 
D’Elia, hate crime reports to the 
agency have been up since June 
22, not coincidentally, she be¬ 
lieves, the same day that an East 
Bay jury declared it could not con¬ 
vict three men of murdering 
transgender teenager Gwen Arau¬ 
jo. Araujo’s 2002 killing allegedly 


took place over several hours 
when it was discovered she was bi¬ 
ologically male, and the defen¬ 
dants used a “gay panic” defense 
to describe their states of mind in 
hopes of a lesser sentence. Even on 
the way to the rally in Araujo’s 
honor that night in the Castro, 
said D’Elia, her group of friends 
was targeted with hate speech. 

“I feel like I saw a bit more vis¬ 
ibility in terms of hate-related in¬ 
cidents this year,” said D’Elia. 

CUAV distributed more than 
2,000 flyers at the Trans March, 
the Dyke March, and Pride last 
weekend, and staff members were 
frequently interviewed during the 
Araujo trial, which means increas¬ 
es in reported hate crimes could 
be due, in part, to increased expo¬ 
sure of LGBT resources.

transgender teenager Gwen Arau¬ 
jo, rode in the parade and spoke at 
the first Transgender March Fri¬ 
day evening (see story, page 3). 

Pride board President Joey 
Cain told the Bay Area Reporter 
Monday, June 28 that this years 
parade was one of the smoothest 
ever, taking just three hours to 
come in. 

“I think it’s the shortest, time- 
wise. It’s a major achievement that 
we’ve been working on for two 
years,” said Cain. 

There were 175 contingents in 
the parade, Cain said, and no 
major gaps or incidents during 
the event. Pride officials put this 
year’s attendance for the two days 
of festivities at around 790,000, 
the same as last year. While Sun¬

tendance, Pride events also took 
place in Civic Center on Saturday 
and drew thousands of people. 

And while the same-sex wed¬ 
dings were a big theme, Cain 
pointed to the political power of 
the parade as well. 

“Getting Bush out of office was 
a huge theme. Alan Cumming, 
Troy Perry, and others all spoke of 
getting Bush out of office,” Cain 
said, referring to two of the grand 
marshals. 

Leno, in brief remarks to 
marchers before the parade start¬ 
ed, also mentioned the president. 

“Welcome to the last Pride cel¬ 
ebration of the Bush regime,” he 
said, then added, playing on the 
parade theme of “Out 4 Justice,” 
“There will be no justice until 
George Bush is back in Texas.” 

The anti-Bush sentiment was 
also in evidence during the cele¬ 
bration, with groups like the 
Human Rights Campaign hand¬ 
ing out “Bush - you’re fired” stick¬ 
ers and other booths, like the one 
for presumptive Democratic pres¬ 
idential candidate John Kerry, reg¬ 
istering voters. 

In terms of finances, Cain and 
Pride Executive Director Teddy 
Witherington said this year’s re¬ 
turn to community groups would 
be larger than last year’s. Several 
nonprofit organizations that are 
“Pride partners” will receive 
checks during a ceremony later 
this month. Cain said that more 
than $70,000 was collected at the 
gates, and that combined with 
other revenue will make up the 
money distributed to local groups. 
Final figures were not available at 
press time. 

Other grand marshals for this 
year’s event were: actor Bruce Vi¬ 
lanch; former Pride board presi¬ 
dent and community activist 
Calvin Gipson; Trannyshack 
founder Heklina; and visual artist 
Happy Hyder. Immigration 
Equality was the organization 


grand marshal. 

Longtime antiwar activist Kate 
Raphael, who had been selected as a 
community grand marshal, sent an 
e-mail to Pride officials last Thurs¬ 
day in which she stated she could 
not return to San Francisco from 
the Middle East for the parade. 

In the e-mail, which she also 
sent to the B.A.R., Raphael said 
that while she was “very cognizant 
of the honor” of being selected as a 
grand marshal, a number of events 
in the Middle East caused her to 
decide to remain there. Raphael 
was writing from the occupied 
Palestinian territories, where Is¬ 
raeli bulldozers have arrived and 
begun uprooting trees and clear¬ 
ing land for the construction of 
the barrier that the country is 
building'around the West Bank. 

“My concern for these severe 
human rights issues, and my com¬ 
mitment to opposing them, 
caused you all to choose me as a 
grand marshal,” she wrote. “In the 
face of escalating abuses, I cannot 
justify spending oyer $1,000 to re¬ 
turn to San Francisco to celebrate 
Pride.” ▼

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking anti-HIV medicines.

(generic name = atazanavir sulfate) 

Capsules 

ALERT: Find out about medicines that should NOT be taken with 
REYATAZ (atazanavir sulfate). Read the section "What important 
information should I know about taking REYATAZ with other 
medicines?" 

Read the Patient Information that comes with REYATAZ before you start 
using it and each time you get a refill. There may be new information. 
This leaflet provides a summary about REYATAZ and does not include 
everything there is to know about your medicine. This information does 
not take the place of talking with your healthcare provider about your 
medical condition or treatment. 

What is REYATAZ? 

REYATAZ is a prescription medicine used with other anti-HIV medicines 
to treat people who are infected with the human immunodeficiency 
virus (HIV). HIV is the virus that causes acquired immune deficiency 
syndrome (AIDS). REYATAZ is a type of anti-HIV medicine called a 
protease inhibitor. HIV infection destroys CD4 (T) cells, which are 
important to the immune system. The immune system helps fight 
infection. After a large number of T cells are destroyed, AIDS develops. 
REYATAZ helps to block HIV protease, an enzyme that is needed for 
the HIV virus to multiply. REYATAZ may lower the amount of HIV in your 
blood, help your body keep its supply of CD4 (T) cells, and reduce the 
risk of death and illness associated with HIV. 

Does REYATAZ cure HIV or AIDS? 

REYATAZ does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. At present there is no 
cure for HIV infection. People taking REYATAZ may still get opportunistic 
infections or other conditions that happen with HIV infection. 
Opportunistic infections are infections that develop because the 
immune system is weak. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, 
herpes virus infections, and Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) 
infections. It is very important that you see your healthcare 
provider regularly while taking REYATAZ. 

REYATAZ does not lower your chance of passing HIV to other 
people through sexual contact, sharing needles, or being exposed 
to your blood. For your health and the health of others, it is important 
to always practice safer sex by using a latex or polyurethane condom 
or other barrier to lower the chance of sexual contact with semen, 
vaginal secretions, or blood. Never use or share dirty needles. 

Who should not take REYATAZ? 

Do not take REYATAZ if you: 

• are taking certain medicines. (See "What important information 
should I know about taking REYATAZ with other medicines?") Serious 
life-threatening side effects or death may happen. Before you take 
REYATAZ, tell your healthcare provider about all medicines you are 
taking or planning to take. These include other prescription and 
nonprescription medicines, vitamins, and herbal supplements. 

• are allergic to REYATAZ or to any of its ingredients. The active 
ingredient is atazanavir sulfate. See the end of this leaflet for a 
complete list of ingredients in REYATAZ. Tell your healthcare provider 
if you think you have had an allergic reaction to any of these 
ingredients. 

What should I tell my healthcare provider before I take REYATAZ? 
Tell your healthcare provider 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant. It is not 

known if REYATAZ can harm your unborn baby. Pregnant women 
have experienced serious side effects when taking REYATAZ with 
other HIV medicines called nucleoside analogues. You and your 
healthcare provider will need to decide if REYATAZ is right for you. If 
you use REYATAZ while you are pregnant, talk to your healthcare 
provider about the Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry. 

• If you are breast-feeding. You should not breast-feed if you are 
HIV-positive because of the chance of passing HIV to your baby. Also, 
it is not known if REYATAZ can pass into your breast milk and if it can 
harm your baby. If you are a woman who has or will have a baby, talk 
with your healthcare provider about the best way to feed your baby. 

• If you have liver problems or are infected with the hepatitis B 
or C virus. See "What are the possible side effects of REYATAZ?" 

• If you have diabetes. See "What are the possible side effects of 
REYATAZ?" 

• If you have hemophilia. See ^/Vhat are the possible side effects of 
REYATAZ?" 

• About all the medicines you take including prescription and non¬ 
prescription medicines, vitamins, and herbal supplements. Keep a 
list of your medicines with you to show your healthcare provider. 
For more information, see "What important information should I 
know about taking REYATAZ with other medicines?" and "Who 
should not take REYATAZ?" Some medicines can cause serious side 
effects if you also take REYATAZ. 

How should I take REYATAZ? 

• Take REYATAZ once every day exactly as instructed by your 
healthcare provider. Your healthcare provider will prescribe the 
amount of REYATAZ that is right for you. Your dose will depend on 
your liver function and on the other anti-HIV medicines that you are 
taking. REYATAZ is always used with other anti-HIV medicines. If you 
are taking REYATAZ with SUSTIVA® (efavirenz) or with VIREAD® 
(tenofovir disoproxil fumarate), you should also be taking NORVIR® 
(ritonavir). 


• Always take REYATAZ (atazanavir sulfate) with food (a meal 
or snack) to help it work better. Swallow the capsules whole. Do 
not open the capsules. Try to take REYATAZ at the same time each 
day. 

• If you are taking antacids or Videx* (didanosine) Chewable/ 
Dispersible Buffered Tablets, take REYATAZ 2 hours before or 
1 hour after these medicines. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking REYATAZ without first 
talking with your healthcare provider. It is important to stay under 
a healthcare provider’s care while taking REYATAZ. 

• When your supply of REYATAZ starts to run low, get more from 
your healthcare provider or pharmacy. It is important not to run out of 
REYATAZ. The amount of HIV in your blood may increase if the 
medicine is stopped for even a short time. 

• If you miss a dose of REYATAZ, take it as soon as possible and then 
take your next scheduled dose at its regular time. If, however, it is 
within 6 hours of your next dose, do not take the missed dose. Wait 
and take the next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next 
dose. It is important that you do not miss any doses of REYATAZ 
or your other anti-HIV medicines 

• If you take more than the prescribed dose of REYATAZ, call your 
healthcare provider or poison control center right away. 

Can children take REYATAZ? 

REYATAZ has not been fully studied in children under 16 years of age. 
REYATAZ should not be used in babies under the age of 3 months. 
What are the possible side effects of REYATAZ? 

The following list of side effects is not complete. Report any new 
or continuing symptoms to your healthcare provider. If you have 
questions about side effects, ask your healthcare provider. Your 
healthcare provider may be able to help you manage these side 
effects. 

REYATAZ can cause the following side effects: 

• yellowing of the skin or eyes. These effects may be due to 
increases in bilirubin levels in the blood (bilirubin is made by the 
liver). Call your healthcare provider if your skin or the white part of 
your eyes turn yellow. Although these effects may not be damaging 
to your liver, skin, or eyes, it is important to tell your healthcare 
provider promptly if they occur. 

• a change in the way your heart beats (heart rhythm change). 

Call your healthcare provider right away if you get dizzy or 
lightheaded. These could be symptoms of a heart problem. 

• diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) sometimes 
happen in patients taking protease inhibitor medicines like REYATAZ. 
Some patients had diabetes before taking protease inhibitors while 
others did not. Some patients may need changes in their diabetes 
medicine. 

• if you have liver disease including hepatitis B or C, your liver 
disease may get worse when you take anti-HIV medicines like 
REYATAZ. 

• some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding problems 
with protease inhibitors like REYATAZ. 

• a serious condition called lactic acidosis syndrome (a severe 
buildup of an acid in the blood that sometimes causes death). Some 
people who have taken REYATAZ with anti-HIV medicines called 
nucleoside analogues have developed lactic acidosis syndrome. 
Lactic acidosis syndrome has happened more in people who are 
female or obese (very overweight). Lactic acidosis syndrome is a 
medical emergency and must be treated in the hospital. Call your 
healthcare provider right away and do not continue to take 
REYATAZ and your other anti-HIV medicines unless instructed to 
by your healthcare provider if you get any of the following signs 
of lactic acidosis syndrome: 

•You have persistent nausea, vomiting, or unusual or unexpected 
stomach discomfort, 

•You feel very weak and tired, 

•You have trouble breathing, 

•You have weakness, especially in your arms and legs. 

• changes in body fat. These changes may include an increased 
amount of fat in the upper back and neck ("buffalo hump"), breast, 
and around the trunk. Loss of fat from the legs, arms, and face may 
also happen. The cause and long-term health effects of these 
conditions are not known at this time. 

Other common side effects of REYATAZ taken with other anti-HIV 
medicines include nausea; headache; rash; stomach pain; vomiting; 
diarrhea; depression; fever; increased cough; dizziness; trouble 
sleeping; pain; tiredness; back pain; numbness, tingling, or burning of 
hands or feet; and joint pain. 

What important information should I know about taking REYATAZ 
with other medicines*? 

Do not take REYATAZ if you take the following medicines (not ail 
brands may be listed; tell your healthcare provider about all the 
medicines you take). REYATAZ may cause serious, life- 
threatening side effects or death when used with these 
medicines. 

• Ergot medicines: dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine, and 
methylergonovine such as Cafergot®, Migranal®, D.H.E. 45®, 
ergotrate maleate, Methergine®, and others (used for migraine 
headaches). 

• Halcion® (triazolam, used for insomnia). 

• Versed® (midazolam, used for sedation). 

• Orap® (pimozide, used forTourette’s disorder). 

• Propulsid® (cisapride, used for certain stomach problems). 

Do not take the following medicines with REYATAZ because of 
possible serious side effects: 

• Camptosar® (irinotecan, used for cancer). 


• Vascor® (bepridil, used for high blood pressure). 

• Crixivan® (indinavir, used for HIV infection). Both REYATAZ and 
Crixivan sometimes cause increased levels of bilirubin in the blood. 

• Cholesterol-lowering medicines Mevacor® (lovastatin) or Zocor® 
(simvastatin). 

Do not take the following medicines with REYATAZ (atazanavir 
sulfate) because they may lower the amount of REYATAZ in your 
blood. This may lead to an increased HIV viral load. Resistance to 
REYATAZ or cross-resistance to other HIV medicines may develop: 

• Rifampin (also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or 
Rifamate®, used for tuberculosis). 

.• St. John’s wort (Hypericum perforaturri), an herbal product sold as a 
dietary supplement, or products containing St. John’s wort. 

• “Proton-pump inhibitors” used for indigestion, heartburn, or ulcers 
such as AcipHex® (rabeprazole), Nexium® (esomeprazole), Prevacid® 
(lansoprazole), Prilosec® (omeprazole), or Protonix® (pantoprazole). 

The following medicines may require your healthcare provider to 
monitor your therapy more closely: 

• Cialis® (tadalafil), Levitra® (vardenafil), or Viagra® (sildenafil). REYATAZ 
may increase the chances of serious side effects that can happen 
with Cialis, Levitra, or Viagra..Do not use Cialis, Levitra, or Viagra 
while you are taking REYATAZ unless your healthcare provider tells 
you it is okay. 

• Lipitor® (atorvastatin). There is an increased chance of serious side 
effects if you take REYATAZ with this cholesterol-lowering medicine. 

• Medicines for abnormal heart rhythm: Cordarone® (amiodarone), 
lidocaine, quinidine (also known as Cardioquin®, Quinidex®, and 
others). 

• Coumadin® (warfarin). 

• Tricyclic antidepressants such as Elavil® (amitriptyline), Norpramin® 
(desipramine), Sinequan® (doxepin), Surmontil® (trimipramine), 
Tofranil® (imipramine), orVivactil® (protriptyline). 

• Medicines to prevent organ transplant rejection: Sandimmune® or 
Neoral® (cyclosporine), Rapamune® (sirolimus), or Prograf® 
(tacrolimus). 

The following medicines may require a change in the dose or 
dose schedule of either REYATAZ or the other medicine: 

• Fortovase®, Invirase® (saquinavir). 

• Norvir® (ritonavir). 

• Sustiva® (efavirenz). 

• Videx® (didanosine) or antacids. 

• Viread® (tenofovir disoproxil fumarate). 

• Mycobutin® (rifabutin). 

• Calcium channel blockers such as Cardizem® orTiazac® (diltiazem), 
Covera-HS® or Isoptin SR® (verapamil) and others. 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin). 

• Oral contraceptives (“the pill”). 

• Medicines for indigestion, heartburn, or ulcers such as Axid® 
(nizatidine), Pepcid AC® (famotidine), Tagamet® (cimetidine), or 
Zantac® (ranitidine). 

Remember: 

1. Know all the medicines you take. 

2. Tell your healthcare provider about all the medicines you take. 

3. Do not start a new medicine without talking to your healthcare 
provider. 

How should I store REYATAZ? 

• Store REYATAZ Capsules at room temperature, 59° to 86° F (15° to 
30° C). Do not store this medicine in a damp place such as a 
bathroom medicine cabinet or near the kitchen sink. 

• Keep your medicine in a tightly closed container. 

• Throw away REYATAZ when it is outdated or no longer needed by 
flushing it down the toilet or pouring it down the sink. 

General information about REYATAZ

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Supreme Court blocks COPA

divided Supreme Court 
Tuesday, June 29 upheld an 
injunction against the Child 
Online Protection Act, ruling that 
the legislation likely violates the 
First Amendment. 

COPA would make it illegal to 
provide commercial content that 
is “harmful to minors.” Violators 
would be subject to six months in 
jail and a $50,000 fine. Although 
having an age verification system 
(such as requiring a credit card) 
would be considered a defense, it 
would not shield content 
providers from prosecution. The 
law has never taken effect. 

In a 5-4 decision, the high 
court said that other less restric¬ 
tive means, such as filtering soft¬ 
ware, are available and “may well 
be more effective” than COPA in 
protecting children against harm¬ 
ful content. 

“Content-based prohibitions, 
enforced by severe criminal penal¬ 
ties, have the constant potential to 
be a repressive force in the lives 
and thoughts of a free people,” 
wrote Justice Anthony Kennedy 
for the court’s majority. 

This week’s ruling is the latest 
in a series of volleys between the 
Supreme Court and lower courts. 
COPA was passed in 1998 after the 
Supreme Court ruled that Con¬ 
gress’ first attempt at restricting 
sexually explicit online content, 
the 1996 Communications De¬ 
cency Act, was unconstitutional. 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union challenged the new law, 
joined by a large group of plain¬ 
tiffs including the Electronic 


Frontier Foundation, A Different 
Light Bookstore, Lawrence Fer¬ 
linghetti of City Lights Books, 
Philadelphia Gay News, Plan- 
etOut.com, Good Vibrations, and 
Salon.com. 

The plaintiffs expressed con¬ 
cern that sex education materials 
and non-explicit gay content could 
be deemed objectionable under 
the law. They also argued that ex¬ 
isting age-verification systems 
were unwieldy, expensive, and 
fraught with privacy concerns. 

In February 1999, U.S. District 
"Court Judge Lowell Reed issued an 
injunction blocking enforcement 
of the law. In June 2000, the 3rd 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Philadelphia upheld Reed’s ruling, 
asserting that the law’s “communi¬ 
ty standards” test would require 
that content providers “abide by 
the most restrictive and conserva¬ 
tive state’s community standards.” 

In May 2002, the Supreme 
Court ruled 8-1 that relying on 
community standards did not nec¬ 
essarily invalidate COPA. But the 
court said that other constitutional 
issues remained unresolved, and 
sent the case back to the 3rd Cir¬ 
cuit. The appeals court ruled in 
March 2003 that COPA would re¬ 
strict access to lawful speech, setting 
the stage for Tuesday’s decision. 

According to Kennedy, “[P]ro- 
moting the use of filters does not 
condemn as criminal any category 
of speech, and so the potential 
chilling effect is eliminated, or at 
least much diminished.”.Kennedy 
was joined by Justices David 
Souter and Clarence Thomas. 

Justices John Paul Stevens and 
Ruth Bader Ginsburg also con¬ 
curred, but added a statement 


against the “community stan¬ 
dards” test. 

“I continue to believe that the 
government may not penalize 
speakers for making available to 
the general World Wide Web au¬ 
dience that which the least toler¬ 
ant communities in America 
deem unfit for their children’s 
consumption,” Stevens wrote. 

Chief Justice William Rehnquist 
and Associate Justices Stephen 
Breyer, Sandra Day O’Connor, An¬ 
tonin Scalia dissented from the 
majority opinion, asserting that 
COPA would impose “only a mod¬ 
est burden” on adults’ access to 
commercial Internet postings, 
adding that filters are problematic 
due to their cost and imprecision, 
and because some parents are un¬ 
able or unwilling to monitor their 
children’s Internet usage. 

Plaintiffs expressed satisfaction 
with the court’s decision. 

“By preventing Attorney Gen¬ 
eral [John] Ashcroft from enforc¬ 
ing this questionable federal law, 
the court has made it safe for 
artists, sex educators, and web 
publishers to communicate with 
adults about sexuality without 
risking jail time,” said ACLU at¬ 
torney Ann Beeson. 

The Supreme Court sent the 
case back to the 3rd Circuit for 
further consideration. Should the 
circuit court continue to uphold 
the injunction, the federal govern¬ 
ment could again appeal. 

“We urge John Ashcroft to stop 
wasting taxpayer dollars in de¬ 
fending this unconstitutional law,” 
said Beeson. “If he insists on going 
back to trial, we are confident that 
the lower court will again find that 
the law went too far.” T 
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New SF-based group 
delivers ‘Hope’ nationwide

here’s a new guy in town, 
* and his presence means that 
San Francisco is now home 
to Hope’s Voice, an HIV-specific 
effort to provide educational 
speakers to schools. 

Todd Murray, 23, arrived in 
San Francisco 10 months ago after 
living in both Los Angeles and 
New York. 

When Murray tested positive 
for HIV at the age of 20, he found¬ 
ed a youth HIV resource service 
known as Positive Hope. With 
members in all 50 states and 27 
countries, Positive Hope has 
grown into a recognizable entity 
of its own, with Murray a frequent 
guest at conferences and seminars. 

It was at one such gathering 
that he and a friend sat down to 
discuss the need for more young 
speakers like themselves. After 
some planning and collaboration, 
Hope’s Voice - a pool of diverse 
young adults with HIV/AIDS - 
was launched in May as a way to 
join educational speakers with 
schools in need. 

The group’s Web site currently 
offers a centralized place for indi¬ 
vidual speakers - with their own 
speaking histories and fee rates - 
to market themselves as part of a 


school with travel costs included 
for about $1,200-$2,100. Non¬ 
profit status is a goal, he said, but 
for now the group operates as a 
not-for-profit venture, with a 
good chunk of proceeds directed 
right back into the organization, 
and with regular discounts offered 
to public high schools and other 
institutions that cannot afford 
regular rates. 

“Speaker fees range, based 
upon experience and background, 
but all of them are pretty seasoned 
speakers,” said Murray. “We have 
just been brought together to 
form a stronger union.” 

A glance at the Web site offers a 
profile of those on board: Lesley P. 
| Williams, 25, a mother of two who 
^ tested positive at the age of 16; 
° Tom Donohue, who brings his in¬ 
teractive educational program 
called “Who’s Positive” to audi¬ 
ences across the nation; Danielle 
Kilcup, a Bay Area native who un¬ 
expectedly tested positive at the 
age of 18 while donating blood; 
and Gary Blunt, who lost his fa¬ 
ther to the disease and tested pos¬ 
itive shortly thereafter. 

The goal of the group is to em¬ 
phasize prevention, but Murray 
acknowledges it is a “fine line” be¬ 
cause speakers also want to high¬ 
light the healthy and happy as¬ 
pects of their lives. 

“It’s a balancing act to show 
people with HIV as a normal part 
of society, while also trying to pre¬ 
vent transmission,” said Murray. 

Most of the presentations 
begin with the speaker in the 
roo.pi, ampng the students, rather 
than in front of a class or at a 
podium. And the Web site now 
features a “student center” so that 
those who are too shy to ask ques¬ 
tions during the presentation can 
look up information anonymous¬ 
ly later. 

“We want to be a staple in this 
community,” said Murray. “We 
want people and groups to know 
that we are a presence and we’re 
here for the long haul.”

housands lined 5th Avenue in 
New York for the city’s Pride 
Parade and celebration of the 
35th anniversary of the Stonewall 
riots Sunday, June 27.

A float of vet¬ 
erans of the 1969 Stonewall riots, 
who fought back during a police 
raid of the Stonewall Inn, drew 
loud cheers. The parade began in 
midtown Manhattan and ended 
up in the Greenwich Village 
neighborhood where the 
Stonewall bar is still in existence. 

The parade’s grand marshals 
were Candice Boyce, the director 
emeritus of African Ancestral Les¬ 
bians United for Societal Change, 
actor Harvey Fierstein, and the 
Stonewall veterans. 

Pride celebrants couldn’t have 
asked for better weather. The clear

Nearly 700 journalists 
attend LGBT conference

H undreds of LGBT and 
straight journalists gath¬ 
ered in New York City last 
vyeekend and much of the discus¬ 
sion focused on how the commu¬ 
nity is helping change society and 
politics. With gay issues promi¬ 
nently in the news for much of the 
year, it seemed like a good starting 
point during the National Lesbian 
and Gay Journalists Association’s 
annual convention. 

“We’re all a little bit homosex¬ 
ual,” said CBS News anchor John 
Roberts, the heir apparent to the 
network’s main anchor, Dan 
Rather. 

That line may have been the 
most memorable during the 
NLGJA convention. Nearly 700 
journalists attended the program 
at the Marriott hotel in Brooklyn, 
the largest attendance ever for the 
organization that was founded in 
the Bay Area in 1990. 

Roberts was part of a panel dis¬ 
cussion entitled “How the LGBT 
Debate is Changing Politics.” Rather 
had been scheduled to attend but 
had to cancel to travel to Iraq. In the 
course of the political discussion, 
Roberts said that he believes every¬ 
one benefits from the “mongreliza- 
tion” of society. He explained that 
for a long time he has said that soci¬ 
ety will be less divided when we are 
all a mixture of different races and 
“all a little homosexual.” 

After the crowd laughed, 
Roberts added: “We’re all a little 
bit homosexual. And I think that’s 
what scares a lot of people.” 

Roberts was joined on the 
panel on Friday, June 25, by Time 
magazine columnist and talk 
show pundit Margaret Carlson, 
and David Sirulnick, executive 
vice president for news and pro¬ 
duction for MTV Networks. 

Sirulnick said that former 
President Bill Clinton’s honesty on 
issues, including his support for 
gay rights, during an MTV pro¬ 
gram helped him pull ahead and 
get elected in 1992. 

Carlson said that although 
President Bush has shown toler¬ 
ance toward gays, including host¬ 
ing overnight same-sex couples in 


the White House and meeting with 
gay Republicans, it is important to 
his administration not to alienate 
social conservatives in his party. 

The conference began on 
Thursday, June 24, and concluded 
on Sunday, June 27. It was timed 
to correspond with the city’s Pride 
celebration and the 35th anniver¬ 
sary of the Stonewall riots. 

CBS was one of the sponsors of 
the conference and was well rep¬ 
resented. The network’s morning 
show anchor and host of the A&E 
Biography program, Harry Smith, 
hosted a panel discussion that 
posed ethical questions to panels 
of journalists. Also appearing on 
panels were CBS correspondents 
Byron Pitts and Mika Brzezinski. 

The Bay Area media was well 
represented, including a large con¬ 
tingent from the San Francisco 
Chronicle. Bay Area Reporter 
columnist Gwen Smith also took 
part in a panel dealing with trans¬ 
gender issues and the media. 


Other Bay Area panelists in¬ 
cluded KPIX’s Hank Plante, who 
discussed AIDS coverage in a 
panel called “What we’ve learned; 
where we’re going.” Semi-retired 
TV news veteran Belva Davis par¬ 
ticipated in a panel entitled “Too 
Close for Comfort” that explored 
the issue of gay reporters covering 
gay-related stories. 

The Chronicle came under crit¬ 
icism from local activists and some 
journalists earlier this year when it 
yanked reporter Rachel Gordon 
and photographer Elizabeth Man- 
gelsdorf off the same-sex marriage 
story after the two, a longtime cou¬ 
ple, married in mid-March. 

NLGJA’s founder, author and 
former Oakland Tribune editor 
Leroy Aarons, could not attend 
because of cancer treatments he is 
receiving. He sent his support in a 
statement that was read at the 
gathering. 

Next year’s conference has 
been slated for Chicago. ▼

tion’s dual nature can be found with 
carmaker Saturn. Three-time Junior 
World Champion Ina-Yoko Teuten- 
berg is a member of Team Saturn's 
women’s cycling team. An out les¬ 
bian raised in Germany, Teutenberg 
has placed first in dozens of major 
cycling competitions. 

“It's not a big deal being a les¬ 
bian in cycling,” said Teutenberg. 
“I’ve never had any problems. I 
think there are enough gay girls 
around in the sport.” 

However, Saturn’s 2003 com¬ 
mercial, “Camping Trip,” offered a 
homophobic take on the film De¬ 
liverance amid the threat of male 
rape. Wilke’s site rates the com¬ 
mercial as a negative. 

Should gay consumers focus 
our dollars instead on companies 
that offer not only endorsements 
of gay athletes, but more consis¬ 
tent support of our community? 

Former Olympic diver David 
Pichler enjoyed sponsorship from 
Speedo before, during, and after 
coming out, and as he finished his 
career at the 2000 Sydney Olympics 
at age .30. Elected team captain, 
Pichler finished ninth in the IO¬ 
meter platform, fourth in the men’s 
synchro diving event with Troy Du- 
mais, and seventh in the 10-meter 
platform with Mark Ruiz. 

“Fortunately, for myself, Greg 
Louganis, and others, Speedo has 
been supportive,” said Pichler. 
“They never said anything to me 
about being gay, never questioned 
me. They’ve also been supportive 
to IGLA [International Gay & Les¬ 
bian Aquatics].” 

Still, swimming has few spon¬ 
sors, Pichler said. But in consider¬ 
ing the prospect of losing Speedo’s 
endorsement, he said, “It’s not an 
issue that would have prevented 
me from coming out.” T

I mage is everything, as the say¬ 
ing goes. In the struggle for 
mainstream acceptance of 
GLBT athletes in professional 
sports, some gay athletes are mak¬ 
ing inroads through advertising 
and sponsorships. 

In March, pro golfer Rosie 
Jones came out in an op-ed piece 
for the New York Times. At the 
same time, Jones announced that 
she would be a spokeswoman for 
a lesbian-owned company, Olivia 
Cruises and Resorts. She told the 
Advocate that the endorsement 
offer from Olivia provided a 
major incentive for going public 
about her sexuality. 

Do athletes have to secure such 
endorsement deals to further their 
careers? 

“Only if they want to pull in 
multimillions,” said Michael 
Wilke, whose Web site, The Com¬ 
mercial Closet (www.commercial- 
closet.org), documents the 
fascinating variations on 
gay-themed ads, from 
supportive to defamato¬ 
ry to somewhere in be¬ 
tween - i.e., “gay vague.” 

A predominant justifl 
cation given for athletes to stay 
closeted has always 
been financial. Tennis 
great Martina 

Navratilova experi¬ 
enced a drop in en¬ 
dorsements after 
coming out. Likewise, “Billy Jean 
King says she had existing spon¬ 
sors who dumped her after her 
announcement [of coming out],” 
said Wilke. 

Former baseball player Billy 
Bean’s 2000 coming out included a 
touching full-page New York Times 
article, a subsequent national book 
tour, and speaking engagements 
sponsored by the Human Rights 
Campaign. A TV movie based on 
Bean’s life is in development, and 
Bean and King have been named as 
ambassadors for Chicago’s Gay 
Games VII. Yet despite Bean’s fame, 
no major companies related to 
sports have offered him significant 
endorsement deals. 

Since coming out, Navratilova 
gained deals from companies like 
the Rainbow credit card and Sub¬ 
aru. Such ads “help show future 
athletes that their opportunities 
are not as limited any longer,” said 
Wilke. “The media brings further 
attention to the gay-community’s 
presence in professional sports, 
which creates a greater comfort 
level for all.” 

Wilke cited a change in recent 
sponsorships, including a Chili’s 
TV commercial featuring ukulele- 
strumming former NFL player

Esera Tuaolo, now openly gay. The 
ad identifies him merely as “Esera, 
retired athlete.” A hopeful sign is 
that Chili’s continued the ads even 
after Tuaolo came out in appear¬ 
ances on Oprah and other nation¬ 
al TV shows. But most viewers 
who see the ad probably don’t 
know who Tuaolo is 
or that he’s gay. 

Gay viewers tend 
to interpret companies that 
endorse gay athletes as gay- 
supportive. But the ad agen¬ 
cies that used Navratilova and 
Tuaolo have been quot¬ 
ed on Wilke’s site as 
saying that they were 
not making a political 
statement. 

And does a compa¬ 
ny’s sponsorship of an out athlete 
let them off the political hook? 
For instance, Coors’ ongoing 
struggle-to counteract a decades- 
long gay boycott against the com¬ 
pany included a 2001 full-page 
print ad that featured gay 
Olympic swimmer Bruce Hayes 
wearing his Olympic medals. 

But Coors’ ad had a flip side. 
Regional print ads and promo¬ 
tions hardly provided a balance to 
their commercials deliberately 
snubbing gays and portraying sex¬ 
ually aggressive straight men. 
Coors’ foundations have been 
proven to fund far right-wing 
groups dedicated to eviscerating 
GLBT rights, particularly gay 
marriage. Yet some gay sports 
groups, several of which are in 
Colorado, the home of Coors, 
gladly accept donations in ex¬ 
change for posting Coors banners 
at their sports events. Even this 
publication, and others, recently 
accepted a clumsily apologetic ad 
campaign from Coors Brewing, 
which attempted to distance itself 
from family member and former 
chair Peter Coors, a Colorado can¬ 
didate for U.S. Senate who sup¬ 
ports a ban on same-sex marriage. 

Another example of a corpora-

minor tragedy. It’s just not a blip 
in history. It is a great tragedy.” 

Among those that Bush intro¬ 
duced was Dr. Joe O’Neill, the 
openly gay medical director of the 
international effort, the President’s 
Emergency Plan for AIDS Relief. 
Bush called O’Neill “the architect 
of the global AIDS initiative ... a 
deeply compassionate person and 
a man I’m proud to call friend.” 

Bush announced the release of 
the second round of funding, 
more than $500 million, for PEP- 
FAR. Vietnam will become the 
15th nation eligible to receive sup¬ 
port. PEPFAR will spend $15 bil¬ 
lion over five years and adding 
Vietnam means that the same 
amount of money will be spread 
across more countries. 

Domestically, an additional 
$20 million is being released im¬ 
mediately to address waiting lists 
for state run ADAPs. Bush said 
that total federal funding for do¬ 
mestic HIV programs has in¬ 
creased 27 percent from 2001, to 
more than $17 billion in his pro¬ 
posed budget for next year. 

Bush also weighed in on reau¬ 
thorization of the Ryan White 
CARE Act that funds many do¬ 
mestic AIDS services. He said it 
was written years ago in an era 
when we were “concerned largely 
with caring for the sick and dying, 
instead of helping AIDS patients 
lead longer and healthier lives.” 

He wants to refocus program 
activities “on life-extending care, 
such as antiretroviral drugs and 
doctor visits and lab tests [that 
were] just a dream 20 years ago,” 
and change “a rigid geographic 
formula” that does not mirror the 
changing face of the epidemic. 

It seems that the president 
touched just about every single 
group affected by HIV except one 
- gay and bisexual men - the 
group most affected by AIDS in 
the United States. 

Drug addiction and needle shar¬ 
ing were mentioned, along with a 
plug for faith-based programs as 
part of the solution to address the 
issue. But he avoided talking about 
federal support for needle exchange 
programs, one of the proven ways 
of reducing that transmission. 

Incredibly, gay and AIDS 
groups mirrored Bush’s silence on 
gays in their news releases react¬ 
ing to the speech. 

Cheryl Jacques, president of the 
Human Rights Campaign, chas¬ 
tised the president fo[ his support 
of “abstinence only until marriage 
education programs that time and 
again have been proven ineffective 


in stopping the spread of sexually 
transmitted diseases.” 

Paul Volberding, chairman of 
the HIV Medical Association, called 
the president’s focus on domestic 
HIV issues “welcome and long 
overdue.” Singling out the ADAP 
increase, he said, “We can only hope 
that these funds are not being real¬ 
located from other federal health 
programs that provide services to 
medically needy populations.” 

Log Cabin Republicans Execu¬ 
tive Director Patrick Guerriero said 
the money for ADAP is “a good 
first step—This recognizes the se¬ 
riousness of ADAP waiting lists 
and brings presidential leadership 
to bear. Now it is up to Congress 
and HHS to find ways to correct 
overall ADAP funding shortfalls.” 

“This is a stop-gap measure,” 
said Gene Copello, executive di¬ 
rector of the AIDS Institute. “We 
still need $217 million to ensure 
that 136,000 low-income people 
have access to medications to keep 
them alive, healthy and produc¬ 
tive this year.” 

“If you were on a waiting list as 
of June 23, you’re in, if you 
weren’t, you’re out,” explained 
Murray Penner, director of care 
and treatment programs at the 
National Alliance of State and Ter¬ 
ritorial AIDS Directors. Another 
10 states are on a watch list and 
soon may be initiating ADAP 
waiting lists. People subsequently 
added to existing waiting lists will 
not be covered. 

It appears that rather than add 
money to the ADAP program, the 
Department of Health and 
Human Services is going to survey 
states with waiting lists, purchase 
drugs, and distribute them to the 
states, who will pass them on to 
patients. Penner said, “It is going 
to be an administrative nightmare 
for the programs with higher 
numbers on waiting lists - all with 
no additional funding to the pro¬ 
grams to administer this.” 

Cynics have called it a Band- 
Aid approach by the administra¬ 
tion to make the inconvenient 
problem of ADAP waiting lists - 
and potentially people dying 
while on those lists - go away 
until after election day. 

Terje Anderson, executive di¬ 
rector of the National Association 
of People With AIDS, is leery 
about refocusing the Ryan White 
programs solely on medical ser¬ 
vices. He pointed out that for 
many people living with AIDS, so¬ 
cial services such as transporta¬ 
tion and child care are essential to 
poor people being able to visit the 
doctor and take full advantage of 
medical services.

ollywood’s desperation to replicate the phe¬ 
nomenal success of the Oscar-winning 
Chicago and to resurrect the genre of the 
film musical will, no doubt, lead to some 
very strange places. De-Lovely, the Cole Porter biopic 
produced and directed by Irwin Winkler, is Tinsel¬ 
town’s latest foray into these difficult waters, and the 
result is a qualified success — or an elegant failure — 
depending on whether you’re the type who sees the 
glass half-full or half-empty. 


Kevin Kline assays the role of Porter, with Ashley 
Judd cast as his long-suffering muse and wife, Linda. 
Both actors are lovely to look at and, no doubt, delight¬ 
ful to hold. But the structural problems with De-Lovely’s 
narrative start as soon as the film opens. That old “will¬ 
ing suspension of disbelief” has never been more cru¬ 
cial to the success of a film than when the audience is 
forced to deal with Jay Cocks’ less-than-lovely script. 

The age-old problem of the movie musical is get¬ 
ting an audience to accept a narrative where otherwise 


normal people burst into song and dance at a mo¬ 
ment’s notice. And Jay Cocks’ De-Lovely attempt to cir¬ 
cumvent this problem takes a page from Dickens’ A 
Christmas Carol. As the film opens, an aged Cole Porter 
is seated at a piano in an empty theater, talking to the 
mysterious Gabe, portrayed by Jonathan Pryce. It soon 
becomes apparent the two men are about to undertake 
a posthumous review of Porter’s life. Quicker than the 
Ghost of Christmas Past, the cast of De-Lovely comes

Making dance sing

f n 1966, Twyla Tharp created a dance piece in which, 
for the final scene, the performers did their movements 
in a huge plywood box. The audience saw nothing. 
“That’s about as ultimate as you can get in terms of‘We 
really don’t care about you, the audience. We are artists and 
we do our work for ourselves,”’ the diminutive modern- 
dance giant said recently. “I absolutely believed that.” 

Does she believe that now? “To some degree, although I 
care very much about ‘us,’ because more and more, the situ¬ 
ation in the world requires that we all care about ‘us.’” 

That’s apparent in Movin’ Out, the hit Broadway show 
(opening July 7 at the Golden Gate) that tells its Vietnam 
War-era story through dances choreographed to Billy Joel 
songs. Tharp created storylines for characters suggested by 
such Joel compositions as “Scenes from an Italian Restau¬ 
rant,” “Goodnight, Saigon,” and “Angry Young Man,” and 
they tell their stories entirely through dance as a band posi¬ 
tioned above the stage recreates the sounds of the Joel orig¬ 
inals.

There was no Iraq war on the horizon when Tharp, 63, 
was putting the piece together. “I wanted to address the 
wrongs of the Vietnam War, including how the soldiers were 
treated when they came home, and then suddenly, it was, 
‘Oh my God, we’ve gone right back there all over again.’ 
There’s one scene using the song‘Fire’ at a war protest in the 
show, and I was in the theater on the Saturday afternoon 
when the big demonstration around the UN happened, and 
during that scene you could hear it all the way from the East 
Side into the theater, and it was heartbreaking. I never in¬ 
tended that the piece would have this kind of connection to 
a living history, but it does.” 

In fact, Tharp didn’t know whose songs she would be 
using when she began imagining a Broadway-scale produc¬ 
tion with a story created from popular music. It was her son, 
Jesse Huot, who handles the business end of Tharp’s enter¬ 
prises, who suggested Billy Joel. 

“When I first met Billy, I said I wanted to do a narrative 
piece set to his music, and he said, ‘So, what’s the story?’ I 
said, ‘I don’t know, but I have a beginning idea in which 
Brenda and Eddie split up in an Italian restaurant. My ques-

'Awe About Eve' plays Rhino Studio

he title and its star suggest a 
road not taken. Awe About 

1 Eve, with Matthew Martin 
reprising his drag characterization 
of Bette Davis, is not a campy 
send-up of the movie All About 
Eve. Instead, it’s* basically a 
straightforward staging of the 
Joseph L. Mankiewicz screenplay. 
Well, as straightforward as you 
can get with a towering drag 
queen starring as Broadway diva 
Margo Channing. 

The surprising thing is how 
well the screenplay translates into 
a stage play, though the one-set- 
fits-all approach in Theatre 
Rhino’s Studio takes care of the 
multiple scenes that would other¬ 
wise pose considerable technical 
challenges. A program note states 
that the production is based on 
Mankiewicz’s unabridged film 
script, and that many scenes delet¬ 
ed from the movie are being per¬ 
formed for the first time. 

This may be manna to movie 
mavens, but as a casual fan of the 
1950 movie, I wasn’t able to detect 
the bonus scenes. But I was able to 
increasingly detect the hardness of 
the Studio seats as the show ap¬ 
proached the two-hour-and-45- 
minutes mark. Even with Bette 
Davis, Anne Baxter, George 
Sanders, Celeste Holm, Thelma 
Ritter, and Marilyn Monroe, the 
movie was deemed better off at a 
shorter running time. 

There is one other innovation 
that Martin and co-director John 
Fisher have incorporated that 
turns out to promise more than it 
delivers. Martin plays both Margo 
Channing and the sadistically sin¬ 
ister theater critic Addison De- 
Witt. In a director’s note, Fisher 
likens this device to Star Wars, and 
Luke’s choice between the Force 
and its Dark Side. 

I’d be more willing to indulge 
this fanciful analogy if theatrical¬ 
ity didn’t take such a big hit in the 
process. Because Margo and Addi¬ 
son are in many of the same 
scenes, a recording of Martin as 
Addison is played whenever Addi¬ 
son has a line. The other charac¬ 
ters react as if he were present, but 
it pretty much kills off the fun of 
the viperish Addison. It doesn’t 
help that Martin uses a droning 
monotone to suggest the charac¬ 
ter’s cynical wickedness, though 
once he gets to appear in the flesh 


as the character, the performance 
finally gains a little heat. 

Padded sell 

Martin, not surprisingly, is 
much more effective as Bette 
Davis as Margo Channing. This is 
not the Baby Jane version of Davis 
that Martin has hilariously played 
in other shows, but a performance 
that pretty much wants to get its 
laughs where the screenwriter in¬ 
tended, and to play the dramatic 
scenes without a wink to the audi¬ 
ence. Of course, when her fiancee 
only comes up to Martin’s padded 
bra, this Margo can’t help being 
something of a sight gag. 

None of the actors go for any 
effect that varies from original in¬ 
tentions. All work hard to put 
across a credible theater piece sug¬ 
gested by the movie, including 
David Bicha, Matt Weimer, Jeffrey 
Hartgraves, and Shira Burstein, 
and among the best at bringing 
forth engaging variations on their 


cinematic predecessors are Flori- 
ana Alessandria as the wisecrack¬ 
ing Birdie, Libby O’Connell as 
Margo’s best friend Karen, and 
Maryssa Wanlass as the sweet- 
and-sour Eve Harrington. 

Whenever a classic movie is 
adapted for the stage, there is often 
posed the “why bother” question. 
After all, the original is readily 
available and usually unbeatable. 
In this case, the obvious “why” is 
to provide Martin with a chance to 
take on another Bette Davis role 
but without its being the expected 
takeoff. But the real star is the 
screenplay that, even after 54 years 
and in a barish-bones staging, still 
comes across as a snappy serving 
of backstage dish. ▼

He’s the top 

Cole Porter is out on DVD

n De-Lovely, Kevin Kline por¬ 
trays Cole Porter (1891-1964) 
without hiding the great 
American composer/lyricist’s ho¬ 
mosexuality. Born in Peru, Indi¬ 
ana to a wealthy family, Porter 
graduated from Yale, but disap¬ 
pointed his grandfather by drop¬ 
ping out of Harvard Law School, 
preferring songwriting. Grandfa¬ 
ther cut off his allowance, so 
Porter joined the French Foreign 
Legion in ’16, then wed wealthy 
divorcee Linda Lee Thomas, who 
subsidized their lives in Europe 
until he established himself. This 
marriage of convenience — 
Linda’s ex-husband had been abu¬ 
sive, and she didn’t seek sexual in¬ 
timacy — worked. She accepted 
his boyfriends and believed in his 
genius, waiting until the rest of the 
world caught on. 

Paree (’28) was his first hit, fol¬ 
lowed by Anything Goes (’34), Ju¬ 
bilee (’35), Red, Hot, and Blue 
(’36), DuBa'rry Was a Lady (’39), 
Panama Hattie (’40), Kiss Me, Kate 
(’49), and Can Can (’54). He 
wrote songs for The Gay Divorcee 
(’32), in which Fred Astaire sang 
“Night and Day” to Ginger 
Rogers. 

In ’46, Warners filmed a fic¬ 
tionalized Porter biography, Night 
and Day, with a 42-year-old Cary 
Grant (!) playing him as a hetero¬ 
sexual. That DVD is interesting 
for the musical numbers. High¬ 
lights include Mary Martin 
singing “My Heart Belongs to 
Daddy,” her star-making song 
from Leave It to Me C 38); and Jane 
Wyman two years before her 
Oscar for Johnny Belinda, and 
four decades before the tough ma¬ 
triarch of Falcons Crest, perform¬ 
ing a lively “Let’s Do It.” Unfortu¬ 
nately, Ethel Merman, who starred 
in five Porter shows, introducing 


many hits, including “I Get a Kick 
Out of You” and “You’re the Top,” 
doesn’t appear. Gay actor Monty 
Woolley, a close friend of Porter’s, 
plays himself. 

Many of Porter’s Broadway 
shows were filmed; some, along 
with his original movies, are avail¬ 
able on DVD. Broadway Melody of 
1940 has a forgettable plot, but As¬ 
taire and Eleanor Powell do an 
amazing tap-dance to “Begin the 
Beguine.” Astaire stars as a soldier 
and the extraordinary Rita Hay¬ 
worth is the girl he left behind in 
You’ll Never Get Rich (’41), which 
features the Oscar-nominated 
“Since I Kissed My Baby Goodbye.” 

Kiss Me, Kate, about actors per¬ 
forming The Taming of the Shrew, 
is Porter’s finest show, and the ’53 
MGM film has much going for it. 
Handsome, virile Howard Keel, in 
exceptional voice, sings “So In 
Love,” “I’ve Come to Wive It 
Wealthily in Padua,” and “Where 
Is the Life that Late I Led?” He’s 
joined by a dazzling Ann Miller, 
belting and tapping “It’s Too Darn 
Hot,” “Always True to You Darlin’ 
in My Fashion,” and “Give Me 
Tom, Dick, or Harry.” Alas, 
Kathryn Grayson trills away in her 
pseudo-operatic style, but even 
she can’t spoil the fun. Porter’s 
brilliant wit shines in “Brush Up 
your Shakespeare.” 

Kate had an acclaimed Broad¬ 
way revival a few years ago, and 
the cast performed it for PBS. 
That version is also on DVD. 
Michael Blakemore, Chris Hunt, 
Bret Barrett, and Rachel York ac¬ 
quit themselves well, although it’s 
dear you’re watching a filmed 
play. 

Main Liners 

High Society (’56) is an excel¬ 
lent musical version of The 
Philadelphia Story. Bing Crosby 
and Grace Kelly are the divorced 
Main Liners who still love each 


other, only she doesn’t know it. 
Frank Sinatra and Celeste Holm 
play reporters covering her 
planned Newport wedding to 
John Lund. The score contains old 
and new Porter songs. Highlights 
are Crosby and Louis Armstrong’s 
amazing “Now You Has Jazz,” 
Crosby and Sinatra’s hilarious 
“Did You Evah?,” Crosby and Kelly 
crooning “True Love” (his and 
Porter’s last hit), and Sinatra and 
Holm wondering, “Who Wants To 
Be a Millionaire?” 

Gay director George Cukor 
helmed Les Girls (’57), about ex¬ 
showgirls, now proper ladies,.who 
sue when one publishes her mem¬ 
oirs. Kay Kendall, Mitzi Gaynor, 
and Taina Elg star. Gene Kelly is 
the man in their lives. Porter’s 
score is forgettable and the film 
disappoints, but the gorgeous 


Kendall, dead a few years later 
from leukemia, makes everything 
worthwhile. Her drunken “Ha¬ 
banera” from Carmen is master¬ 
ful. Silk Stockings (’57) has Astaire 
and the stunning Cyd Charisse in 
this tepid musical based on

onstage from the theater wings: an 
all-singing, all-dancing ensemble, 
with Linda Porter attempting a 
star-turn her husband deems in¬ 
appropriate. For the rest of the 
film, Porter’s story will be revealed 
and debated, in episodic incre¬ 
ments, by Gabe and Porter. A 
whole lot of “suspension” will be 
required. 
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Gentlemen callers 

Ashley Judd, an actress out of 
the Paulette Goddard school, is 
the linchpin who must hold this 
narrative together, and she does a 
creditable job. Judd’s Linda is 
lovely, charming, and generally 
understanding of her husband’s 
genius and his homosexuality. 
Kevin Kline’s Porter is a lazy good¬ 
time Charlie, quite content to slide 
by on his royalties, living the good 
life in Paris or Venice surrounded 
by an endless stream of gentlemen 
callers. But Linda has ambitions 
for her husband, and it is her 
prodding that pushes Porter to 
success on Broadway and in Hol¬ 
lywood musicals. 

Kline is a winning Cole Porter, 
equally adroit at portraying the 
composer’s irresponsibility and his 
anguish at being crippled in mid¬ 
life, when his legs are crushed in a 
riding accident. JanYy Yates (cos¬ 
tumes) and Eve Stewart (produc¬ 
tion design) create a lush cinemat¬ 
ic palette of period designs, suc¬ 
cessfully suggesting the high-style 
milieu of Hollywood and Manhat¬ 
tan’s elite. Irwin Winkler delivers 
an over-the-top, glossy production 
entirely appropriate to the subject 
matter. But musical arranger and 
producer Stephen Endelman has a 
more qualified success attempting 
to reinvent mid-20th-century 
songs like “Blow, Gabriel, Blow” 
(the finale) and “Be a Clown” for a 
21st-century audience. 

Winning vocal performances 
that stand out include those of 
Natalie Cole, Robbie Williams, 
and the handsome Mario Fran- 


Ninotchka. Charisse is no Garbo, 
but her dancing ignites the screen. 

In ’90, the incomparable 
Bobby Short hosted a documen¬ 
tary, You’re the Top: The Cole 
Porter Story. The DVD features 
vintage performances by Judy 
Garland, Sinatra, Crosby, and 
Maurice Chevalier. 

In ’38, Porter’s legs were seri¬ 
ously injured in a horseback-rid¬ 
ing accident. He endured over 20 
operations to alleviate the pain, 
without success. Despite this, he 
worked tirelessly, producing score 
after score. In’58, one leg was am¬ 
putated. Porter never recovered 
from this or from Linda’s death. 
His drinking increased, and he 
barely ate, eventually dying of al¬ 
coholism and anorexia. 

Only Irving Berlin, whom 
Porter greatly admired, rivaled his 
influence on American popular 
music from 1930-60. Porter’s so¬ 
phisticated lyrics told provincial 
Americans about places they 
would only dream of visiting. His 
lyrics also reveal his sexual orienta¬ 
tion. Examples include “An Occa¬ 
sional Man,” or unrecorded verses 
like, “You’re the top/ You’re the tits 
of Venus/ You’re the top/ You’re 
King Kong’s penis.” Ella Fitzgerald’s 
The Cole Porter Songbook is proba¬ 
bly the best of the countless record¬ 
ings of his work. T

goulis. At the other end of the 
spectrum, audiences will have to 
endure a badly miscast Sheryl 
Crow, Elvis Costello, and a dread¬ 
ful Diana Krall. A few years back, 
Krall told this reviewer she never 
wanted to be the girl behind the 
microphone. It’s now clear what 
an exceedingly wise choice this 
was, because in De-Lovely this is 
exactly what Krall is forced to be¬ 
come. Here she sings as if a 
broomstick has been firmly plant¬ 
ed in her posterior; her brief, 
wooden performance is such an 
embarrassment, it leaps off the 
screen in the worst possible way. 

A mixed bag of musical num¬ 
bers and the awkward structure of 
De-Lovely keep it from becoming 
an unqualified success. Despite the 
optimism and bonhomie of many 
of Porter’s songs, the ultimate 
tone of the film is rather down- 
beat. But as an attempt to revive 
the past glories of both Holly¬ 
wood and Cole Porter, the film 
stands as a valiant effort to breathe 
life into a genre that was, until re¬ 
cently, considered dead. T

Raising the temperature 

'Fahrenheit 9/11' plays America

ast year, Michael Moore, 
wearing his trademark base¬ 
ball cap, won an Oscar for 
Bowling for Columbine, in which 
Charlton Heston, in his position as 
president of the National Rifle As¬ 
sociation, flees an interview with 
Moore conducted in Heston’s own 
home. Earlier in the same film, 
Moore has a pleasant chat with the 
female-impersonating pop singer 
Marilyn Manson. It’s a tribute to 
Moore’s now-patented Midwest¬ 
ern knack for asking direct if not 
rude questions that it is Heston, 
not Manson, who emerges from 
Bowling for Columbine as a dan¬ 
gerous oddball. 

If A1 Gore had one-tenth of 
Moore’s moxie, he’d be President 
now, and Moore’s latest polemic, 
Fahrenheit 9/11, now playing 
movie theaters, wouldn’t exist. 

Michael Moore doesn’t always 
play fair. Like The Washington 
Post's legendary editorial cartoon¬ 
ist Herblock, Moore’s polemics 
are fact-driven but often cruel. A 
Herblock cartoon would depict 
then-Vice President Richard 
Nixon crawling out of a sewer. A 
Michael Moore film can leave you 
with the feeling that Heston, with 


his much-quoted “from these 
dead hands” justification for gun 
ownership, had a finger on the 
trigger at Columbine High School 
along with Harris and Klebold, or 
that George W. Bush is the author 
of the carnage in Iraq. 

Fahrenheit 9/11 is filled with 
scary, sickening images, the 
burned and dismembered bodies 
of Iraqi civilians and American 
soldiers. Scarier still to Republi¬ 
cans is the image that emerges 
throughout of President Bush. 
Bush is often caught in off-kilter 
moments: sitting numb at a Flori¬ 
da elementary school after being 
told that the planes have hit New 
York and Washington; showing off 
his golf-swing to a gaggle of re¬ 
porters trapped in 100° heat at the 
Crawford, Texas ranch; or drop¬ 
ping a sardonic aside to a group of 
his fat-cat contributors. “The 
haves and the have-mores. Some 
people call you the elite, I call you 
my base.” 

The film’s most brilliant and 
harrowing moments come when 
Moore plays a montage of sounds 
from the time the planes hit the 
buildings, keeping the screen dark 
for several awful moments until 
we practically beg to be allowed to 
see what everyone saw that day. 
When Moore finally lights up the 


screen, we see the shock, awe and 
horror mirrored on the faces of 
ordinary New Yorkers. It’s like 
they were watching the end of the 
world as they had known it. Their 
reaction was not the rapture an¬ 
ticipated by some devote Chris¬ 
tians. 

Tactless act 

People who think they could 
do a Michael Moore film are mis¬ 
taken in the same way as people 
who think they could splash paint 
randomly around a canvas in the 
manner of Jackson Pollack. It ain’t 
as simple as it looks. While many 
lefty filmmakers would lecture us 
with the details of the Patriot Act, 
only Moore, hearing that most 
Congresspersons don’t read most 
bills, would have the wit to read 
the Patriot Act through the 
sound-system of an ice-cream 
truck circling the Capitol. 

Moore has reportedly con¬ 
fessed to having once wanted to be 
a priest. “I come from the oppo¬ 
site end of Catholicism to Mel 
Gibson.” The best moments in a 
Moore film often have the aura of 
the confession box about them, 
moments when subjects let down 
their guard and seem to be talking 
from their hearts. 

In Fahrenheit 9/11, Moore re- 


Deplored 

Italian porn-star opus opens

omewhere in the world there 
must be a master list of indi¬ 
viduals with inflated egos, 
beginning with names like Imelda 
Marcos and Robert Evans, then 
moving up the food chain of self- 
importance to the likes of Martha 
Stewart, Donald Trump, and 
George W. Bush. But at the very 
top of the list, where the air is pos¬ 
itively putrid with pomposity, you 
will surely find the name of Italian 
actor, writer, director Marco Filib- 
erti, the auteur behind Adored: 
Diary of a Porn Star. 

Filiberti directed, wrote, and 
stars in a film of such embarrass¬ 
ing self-indulgence it is truly in a 
class of its own. Riki Kandinsky 
(Filiberti) is a gay porn star who 
goes to France for his father’s fu¬ 
neral. Estranged from his family 
for the last decade, he tries to keep 
his profession from his brother 
Federico (Urbano Barberini), his 
sister-in-law, and nephew. But 
when Federico comes to visit Riki 
in Rome, the brothers have a rap¬ 
prochement. Federico accepts that 
Riki, by his own account, is rich, 
famous, and adored as a gay icon. 
In Filiberti’s script, Riki is practi¬ 
cally the patron saint of fellatio 
and pederasty: kind, understand¬ 
ing, and hung. Then one day, 
when the brothers are out for a 
walk, a young woman is killed by a 
passing car. Her young son, Plapla 
(Edoardo Minciotti) also witness¬ 
es the accident, and Riki tries to 
help him. Soon Riki discovers the 
boy’s mother was a single parent, 
and a lesbian. Naturally, Riki de¬ 
cides he should be given custody 
of Plapla. The boy’s grandparents 
and the judge see it differently. 

Marco Filiberti imagines him¬ 
self and his character as some¬ 


thing of an amalgam of Marilyn 
Monroe and Marlon Brando. 
Posters of each decorate Riki’s 
home. But in reality, Filiberti is 
just a big girl.. He has a great 
physique, but his fey manner, 
dyed blonde hair, tinted lashes, 
plucked eyebrows, and chubby 
cheeks result in a visage that falls 
somewhere between an over¬ 
grown cherub and a satyr. In fact, 
Filiberti may actually be the anti- 
Christ. Riki feels he and his 
friends are all angels because they 
are so non-judgmental. In fact, 
Riki is something like Terry 
Southern’s Candy, only he charges 
by the hour for bestowing his 
largesse. Twelve years after his 
death, people actually come 
searching for Riki’s lost diary, and 
to admire the life-size marble stat¬ 
ue carved in his image. If it 
weren’t so boring, this whole affair 
would be hysterically funny. 

Finding pipi 

Other than Filiberti’s appalling 
level of self-aggrandizement, there 
are two basic problems with 
Adored. First of all, in a film about 
a gay Italian porn star, with sever¬ 
al scenes on the set of an X-rated 
movie, there is no dick. Not one. 
Filiberti offers lots of prick tease, 
but no pricks. Did he think his au¬ 
dience was going to be the Finding 
Nemo crowd? The other death 
knell of the production is its pre¬ 
tentiousness, clearly reflected in 
Filiberti’s director’s statement: 
“Riki is the ultimate expression of 
the desire for immortality. This 
aspect of artistic endeavor has in¬ 
trigued me ever since my child¬ 
hood days, and my love for Proust 
and Marilyn Monroe is simply a 
means to identify with those who 
leave their mark by being recreat¬ 
ed, regardless of whether it be at 
the intellectual or role model

level.” Say what? 

Filiberti’s intellectual postur¬ 
ing has about as much depth as 
the lipgloss he favors for every 
closeup. In the press kit, he ex¬ 
plains that Riki’s last name, 
Kandinsky, “is based on Marilyn 
Monroe’s Sugar Kandinsky in 
Some Like It Hot!' For the record, 
Monroe’s Some Like It Hot charac¬ 
ter had the stage name Sugar 
Kane, although she explains in an 
early scene that she was actually 
born Sugar Kowalczyk. I suppose 
someone as convinced as Filiberti 
of his own fabulousness feels no 
obligation whatsoever to do re¬ 
search. But couldn’t he at least 
have rented the film? 

If you’re in the mood for some 
Italian-themed gay porn, rent 
When in Rome. And if you want to 
see a lovely, lyrical motion picture 
with an angelic allegory, rent 
Heaven starring Cate Blanchett 
and Giovanni Ribisi. As for 
Adored: Diary of a Porn Star, the 
amount of time you spent reading 
this review is way more than it de¬ 
serves. T

Resurrected glory 

SF Symphony's grand season finale 


(Primal Light) setting so plain¬ 
tively sung by Hunt Lieberson. His 
rapport with MTT is increasingly 
evident, and the strings played 
with a shimmering potency 
throughout the grueling perfor¬ 
mances. 

In fact, the orchestra has never 
sounded more vibrant or commit¬ 
ted. The recording will hopefully 
catch the theatrical quality of the 
occasion. It will undoubtedly ele¬ 
vate MTT to the highest ranks of 
Mahler conductors. Even Leonard 
Bernstein could rarely elicit more 
emotional involvement. 

One could split hairs over 
some of MTT’s analysis of the 
score, but there is never a doubt as 


to his sincerity or deep sense of 
scholarship. Mahler was a con¬ 
ductor, too, and he had to put up 
with fellow composers Debussy, 
Paul Dukas and Gabriel Pierne 
walking out during the second 
movement at the Paris perfor¬ 
mance of 1910! 

No others currently interpret¬ 
ing Mahler’s symphonies are de¬ 
fending his glorious vision more 
eloquently. Tilson Thomas begins 
his 10th season in San Francisco 
in September, and that means we 
have mor£ insight into the com¬ 
poser’s genius on the horizon. 
Meanwhile, there is the recording 
of the magnificent Second to look 
forward to. ▼ 


1909 Javotte will not get your 
mojo working. The story required 
Saint-Saens to compose 31 short 
sections totaling an hour in 
length. The results may be decid¬ 
edly square, but they are also su¬ 
perbly crafted. The composer 
manages to create a free-flowing, 
seamless score. 

Every scene of Javotte has ballet 
written all over it. You know what 
the dancers are going to do as 
soon as you hear the music. If that 
makes Saint-Saens’ score sound as 
predictable as the yawn-inducing 
plot, it does not detract from its 
urbane albeit unquestionably 
tame charm. 

Javotte is paired with the Intro¬ 
duction and three scenes from 
Saint-Saens’ incidental music to 
the play Parysatis. The music, far 
more Egyptian and pseudo-Ori- 
ental in tone, sounds like 
Scheherazade in less expensive 
shoes. Perhaps Saint-Saens was 
drawn to the play because its au¬ 
thor, Jane Dieulafoy, dressed as a 
man. At the 1902 premiere in the 
Arena at Beziers, she appeared on¬ 
stage in male drag with Saint- 
Saens at her side, to acknowledge 
the audience’s considerable ap¬ 
plause. 

These Naxos performances 
find Mogrelia and the Australian 
Queenslands in fine form. Every 


forte, every accent, every sweetly- 
scented note you could wish for 
is here. Mogrelia’s Moderato 
from Parysitis is especially note¬ 
worthy for its graceful arches of 
sound. 


A Naxos two-discer devoted to 
Leo Delibes’ classic ballet Sylvia 
serves up dessert via 20 minutes of 
Saint-Saens’ Ballet-Divertissement 
from Act II of his forgotten opera 
Henry VIII. S-S wrote the work in 
1883, two years after separation 
from his young wife. In later years, 
he had to content himself with his 
trusty manservant and the entice¬ 
ments of Algiers. 

Here you will find a grand 
English processional, assorted 
quasi-Anglicisms, and a lovely fete 
du Houblon that has classical 
KDFC-FM’s pale-faced pleas¬ 
antries written all over it. ▼

ome stars are famous for 
making splashy entrances; 
others are known for their 
remarkable exits. San Francisco 
Symphony Music Director 
Michael Tilson Thomas excels at 
both, but the recent finale of his 
ninth season at Davies Hall was 
impressive, evgn by his own extra¬ 
ordinary standards. 

Two weeks of subscription 
concerts devoted exclusively to 
Mahler’s towering Symphony No. 
2, sometimes called Resurrection, 
made a noise so joyous and an im¬ 
pact so great that patrons will 
probably be talking about it all 
summer long. 

The performances were 
recorded for the ongoing Mahler 
cycle on the Symphony’s own 
label. Problems that were appar¬ 
ent during the first week were 
mostly subdued by the time of the 


actual taping, but minor faults 
seemed relatively unimportant in 
light of the overall excitement of 
the interpretation. 

Sold-out houses were the order 
of the day, based on MTT’s repu¬ 
tation with Mahler and the event 
status of the piece itself. The first 
week of concerts might have 
seemed a little like dress rehearsal 
for the microphones, and there 
were some raw moments that re¬ 
quired attention, but no one hear¬ 
ing the earlier readings was likely 
to be disappointed. 

Patches of cruelly exposed 
writing for the brass section pro¬ 
duced some suspect intonation, 
and sporadic miscues continued 
through the second week. Some¬ 
how, it didn’t matter under the 
circumstances — the sheer sweep 
of the drama and the exhilarating 
apotheosis made human error de¬ 
fensible. It actually added a touch 
of passion to the playing. 

There were no problems in the 


casting of the two vocal soloists. 
Mezzo-soprano Lorraine Hunt 
Lieberson and soprano Isabel 
Bayrakdarian made all-too-brief 
but indelible impressions. 


Mezzo Lorraine Hunt Lieberson 
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Control room: celebrity meets reality

V was just so TV this week as 
celebrity met reality head- 
on from the news'to the 
tabloids. There was a perilously 
thin Mary-Kate Olsen, a dis¬ 
turbingly fat Monica Lewinsky, a 
more-charismatic-than-ever Bill 
Clinton, a more-obscene-than- 
ever Dick Cheney, and of course 
the now-ubiquitous bombings 
and bloodletting from Iraq. 

But more than any other face, 
it was Michael Moore’s we kept 
seeing on TV. Every time we 
turned on the tube, he was on 
every network and seemingly 
every TV program (so much so 
that we expected him to pop up 
on Sesame Street — after all, he 
has the Muppet look down). Ei¬ 
ther he was being grilled on net¬ 
work news for dissing Bush in the 
newly released Fahrenheit 9/11 or 
he was hosting premieres for the 
glitterati which were featured on 
Access Hollywood, Extra, ET and 
E!, or commercials for the film 
were blitzing the airwaves (with 
conservatives yelling foul and 
claiming violations of FCC fair- 
practices rules on elections — you 
gotta love the chutzpah!). Our fa¬ 
vorite quote from Moore came 
when he was interviewed by Access 
about his response to the R rating 
his film had been given by the 
MPAA on June 25. Moore noted 
the rating reflected the MPAA’s 
opinion that “the actions of the 
Bush Administration are so vio¬ 
lent, so repugnant, so sickening, 


that children must be shielded 
from it.” 

An image we would have liked 
to have been shielded from was 
the horrifying plea for his life by 
South Korean Kim Sun-11, who 
was abducted by Saudi terrorists 
and beheaded last week. That 
image played repeatedly on net¬ 
work TV and CNN, and never 
ceased to chill us. Unlike the sub¬ 
dued American hostages mur¬ 
dered in recent weeks, Paul John¬ 
son and Nick Berg, Kim’s 
desperation was acute 
and obvious: he was 
screaming, crying, 
jumping up and 
down. It was harrow¬ 
ing to watch. Also ex¬ 
cruciating: the reac¬ 
tion of Kim’s family 
once he had 
been slaugh¬ 
tered. One 
would have to 
have a very hard heart not to 
weep. 

Which begs the question of 
whether we need to see these im¬ 
ages on every newscast, every talk 
show and every tabloid report. Are 
they being shown to us as pro- 
Bush propaganda or as reference 
points to distinguish between 
amoral killers and real human be¬ 
ings? 

It is the job of TV news to re¬ 
port. It is the job of the Bush Ad¬ 
ministration to inflame Ameri¬ 
cans about Islamist terrorists as 
part of their pro-war agenda. We 
aren’t saying that CNN and the 
networks are playing Leni Riefen- 


stahl, but is it possible to come 
away from such images desiring 
something other than revenge? 
They definitely do not incite peace 
in one’s heart, no matter how 
pacifistic one is. 

Silver lining 

Nightline has been spending a 
lot of time on John Kerry after ig¬ 
noring him for months. The June 
22 show was devoted to how 
Kerry won his Silver Star (he killed 
a Viet Cong soldier who was firing 
at his men). On June 25, 
another show was 
dedicated to Kerry 
and his politics. 

What does it mean 
to bring together the 
men whose lives 
Kerry saved, only to 
have them de¬ 
scribe the day 
in which Kerry 
took the life of 
an enemy soldier? The men could 
not have been more supportive of 
Kerry and his actions, but have 
we ever heard in the TV era about 
the actual killing committed by a 
man running for President? An 
up-close, see-the-whites-of-their- 
eyes killing? What exactly are we, 
as viewers, supposed to glean 
from this information? That 
Kerry is a hero who saved the 
lives of fellow soldiers in Viet¬ 
nam? Or that he is a cold-blood¬ 
ed murderer who has never cared 
enough about the taking of a life 
to discuss it publicly?

Pat Leahy re¬ 
ally deserve invective merely for 
querying the V-P on Hallibur¬ 
ton?) when the rules specifically 
forbid it.

tion is, 20 years later, do they talk 
to each other?’ He said, ‘I don’t 
know, but I’d be interested.’

Movin’ Out opened a pre- 
Broadway tryout in Chicago in 
2002, and Tharp had to agree with 
the critics that the show had prob¬ 
lems. “Fixing the show was ex¬ 
hausting,” Tharp said, “but I was 
able to do the surgery because 
there was no one else but me. If I 
had to deal with a whole creative 
team, I don’t think it would have 
been possible to get the job done 
in two weeks.” 

‘Rain’ fall 

Tharp knows from experience 
how hard it is to right a listing 
ship when there is a team of cap¬ 
tains. That was the case with Sin- 
gin in the Rain, a misguided 1986 
Broadway musical based on the 
classic film. Though it paid back 
its investment, it was neither a 
professional nor personal success 
for Tharp. 

“People resented it,” she said of 
the adaptation.

Kelly, you could get them on 
video, and who needed to see a 
replication of these guys? I didn’t 
think about the problem of its

It was a glorious time to be a 
rebel. “It wasn’t just rebellion hap¬ 
pening in politics,” Tharp said. 
“Rebellion could happen in art. 
There were so many rules that 
could be addressed and confront¬ 
ed in the 1960s art world. That’s 
not true when anything goes. To 
move on, you need something to 
move from. Now everything has 
absorbed everything else. I 
worked hard to help that happen, 
and now I’m going, ‘Oops.’”

| f e all have our moments.

prite, tropically-dressed 
novelist Steven Saylor re¬ 
cently discussed his writing 
career; his 10th compelling histor¬ 
ical mystery, The Judgment of Cae¬ 
sar; and ancient-regime queerness 
and quagmires, from his stained- 
wood living room in a peaceful 
pocket of Berkeley, his home since 
1991. 

In the new book, Detective 
Gordianus the Finder (his name 
rooted in the ancient Gordian- 
knot myth) observes up-close the 
power-hungry machinations and 
intrigue among Egypt’s shrewd 
Cleopatra VII, her brother-hus¬ 
band King Ptolemy XII and the 
practical leader they both seek to 
ally with, Julius Caesar. 

Judgment, full of Saylor’s clas¬ 
sical-world scholarship, combines 
authentic evidence of same-sex af¬ 
fection with a smartly-plotted 
whodunit. Royal suspects and 
false leads complicate the narra¬ 
tor/sleuth’s crusade to prove his 
adopted gay son’s innocence. 

Archaeologists and mystery 
fans alike respect Saylor, 48, for his 
meticulously researched settings. 
Growing up in the cattle-raising 
hill country of Goldwaite, Texas, 
he first became infatuated with 
vanished cultures playing with 
plastic Roman Army soldiers, 
sword-fighting with his brother, 
and through pop culture fixated 
on ancient Empires: Joseph 
Mankiewicz’s elaborate ’63 
Cleopatra, Stanley Kubrick’s lush 
’60 Spartacus, and William Wyler’s • 
Biblical ’59 Ben Hur. 

“Steve Reeves’ gladiator movies 
had a huge impact on me,” says 
Saylor of the steroid-free star of 
Hercules Unchained. 

After studying Greek myth and 
drama at the University of Texas 
and graduating in 78, Saylor sub¬ 
mitted his short story “Blue 
Light,” involving a topman se¬ 
duced by witchcraft, to Drummer 
magazine’s John Rowberry [1948- 
93], making a splash and encour¬ 
aging Saylor to leave Austin with 
his partner of 29 years now, Rick 
Solomon. 

“Rowberry made me feel spe¬ 
cial,” he says of the leather maga¬ 
zine’s ’70s/early ’80s editor and 
publisher. “I was filled with grati-

“the standard we try to reach.” 

After an “electrifying” late-’80s 
Italian vacation, he composed 
’91’s Roman Blood, in which Gor¬ 
dianus gathers evidence assisting 
advocate/orator Cicero. He re¬ 
searches his mysteries, published 
in 15 languages, with the many in¬ 
ternational scholarly journals at 
UC Berkeley’s Classics Depart¬ 
ment, a leading study center of 
Graeco-Roman antiquity. He once 
delivered a commencement ad¬ 
dress to graduates there. 

“I feel very responsible about 
history,” he says. Readers still, 
sometimes successfully, argue a 
point. A German reader informed 
him of the unlikelihood of a 
Roman comparing someone’s lips 
to cherries, since traders intro¬ 
duced Black Sea cherries to Rome 
10 years after his story was set. 
Saylor changed the fruit to pome¬ 
granate in the next printing. 

In Judgment, he incorporates 
evidence of ancient same-sex love 
such as Roman politicians’ gossip 
about affairs like Caesar’s early- 
20s submissive dalliance with a 
rival. “The thrust of the story is 
that he bottomed for King 
Nicomedes,” he says. 

Judgment's Roman soldiers 
sing a teasing marching song 
about Caesar’s bisexuality and his 
ambiguous relationship with his 
soldier “tentmate,” Gordianus’ son 
Meto, a former slave. 

Saylor felt motivated to set 
Judgment in Alexandria in order 
to render privileged Ptolemy, 16, 


as multi-dimensional and dynam¬ 
ic as ruthless Cleopatra, who 
killed her younger siblings, tested 
poisons on slaves and believed 
herself the reincarnation of God¬ 
dess Isis. Previous portrayals of 
Ptolemy describe “a snotty brat 
with his mincing Eunuch,” he says. 

“I just see this triangular ener¬ 
gy sweeping around the palace,” 
Saylor says of the Cleopatra-Ptole- 
my-Caesar intrigues. Caesar 
sought to reconcile the siblings 
and stabilize Africa, since only 
peaceful, productive Nile River 
farmers generated tribute money 
owed to Rome. 

“Egypt was ruled by Mafiosi, 
by ‘might makes right,”’ he says. 
“It’s a world the Republicans 
would love to bring back. They’d 
be right at home, worshipping 
power.” 

Fans worried that Judgment’s 
ending, a dreamlike reunion be¬ 
tween the elderly sleuth and his 
aloof wife, implies the narrator’s 
death, rest assured that Saylor’s 
alter ego survives to witness the 
plot behind Caesar’s eventual as- 
sassinatioj^ 

Saylor next writes a short-story 
collection and a 700-year Roman 
history he calls his Micheneresque 
panoramic saga. He critiques the 
current crop of sword-and-sandal 
epics, cautiously awaiting Oliver 
Stone’s Fall release of the Colin 
Farrell-led Alexander the Great 
with Paul Telfer as the lover Hep- 
haestion, and Baz Luhrmann’s 
Alex, set for 2005 release. He crit- 


tude.” 

He served as SF Sentinels arts 
editor “in its twilight years.” “A 
great introduction, no money 
though,” he says, laughing. Then 
he edited erotica as Drummer's 
fiction editor: Phil Andros (aka 
Sam Steward); John Preston [1945- 
94]; his own stories under nom de 
smut Aaron Travis; and Lars Eigh- 
ner, whom Saylor calls “his biggest 
success.” Saylor pitched Eighner’s 
hobo narrative Travels with Lizbeth 
to his St. Martin’s editor, ultimate¬ 
ly earning his fellow Austin native 
critical success. 


Heart and soul 

Inventing literary, one-handed 
stories trained Saylor for the tran¬ 
sition to creating full-length nov¬ 
els. “To write really good erotica, 
you have to put your heart and 
soul into it, so to speak, in an ef¬ 
fort to create an actual, real-world 
physical reaction in a reader,” he 
says. “That’s a tremendous chal¬ 
lenge, and requires a writer to cre¬ 
ate rich descriptions, vivid per¬ 
sonalities, atmosphere, and pacing 
— things you need to write any 
satisfying piece of fiction.” 

Precursors and contempo¬ 
raries whetting Saylor’s appetite 
for suspense fiction included “to¬ 
tally addictive” Sherlock Holmes; 
Mary Renault’s eunuch-narrated 
The Persian Boy; Lindsey Davis’ 
Marcus Didius Falco series; Ellis 
Peters’ Brother Cadfael medieval 
mysteries; Umberto Eco’s “instru¬ 
mental” ’83 The Name of the Rose, 
chronicling bizarre deaths in a 
14th-century Italian abbey; and 
Gore Vidal’s history novels. He

D/DC, Chaka Khan 
& The Stones 

B y the time my friends and I made it to the Main Stage at the 
Pride Celebration in Civic Center last weekend. Deep Dick- 
ollective (D/DC) were in front of the huge sunny crowd, 
breaking stereotypes. Finally I got to hear the queer, black rap 
group I’ve been hearing so much about, a rarity in the hip-hop 
scene. D/DC are part of the small pack of out hip-hoppers that’s 
been trying to change rap culture all across the land. On stage were 
three of the four D/DC members, including original member Point 
Five Fag (Juba Kalamka), and relative newcomers JB RapItUp (Jeree 
Brown, a poet/MC drum-and-bass producer from East Palo Alto), 
and Mr. Man Man (Marcus Ren£ Van, renowned performance poet 
and filmmaker). Member 25 Percenter (Tim’m T. West) was off cel¬ 
ebrating Pride elsewhere. Recently D/DC have released a new 
album, The Famous Outlaw League of Proto-Negroes, which heavi¬ 
ly utilizes the talents of both JB Rap and Mr. Man Man in creating 
what they call “phine phaggy phightin phallogocentrics phono¬ 
graphies.” 

I was too far from the stage to hear exactly which songs they 
were doing, but a quick check of their website brings up a page of 
lyrics. A chorus from one of D/DC’s songs, the “Protonegroes 
Theme” on Essexincantations (BMI) sums up their San Francisco 
identity within the larger queer community: “we are Famous Proto- 
Negroes / mission hipsters come to our shows / Liberals , lefties 
step to our flows / so well spoken, so safe to know / we are Famous 
Proto-Negroes / DSL’s and African Nose / Homos, though, can't tell 
from our clothes / Scaring white boys in the Castro.” 

This Saturday, July 3, those of you 21+w/ID can get a sampling 
of Pointfivefag performing live at “Karma,” a Homoerotic Cabaret, 
at El Rio, 3158 Mission St. (at Precita). The showtime is 8 p.m. and 
the cover is $20. 

Then on Thursday, July 8, Deep Dickoilective perform along with 
with Veronica Lipgloss and the Evil Eyes at The Eagle Tavern, 398 
12th St. (at Folsom). The cover is $7 and you must be at least 21. 

Following D/DC on the Main Stage came the Unauthorized 
Rolling Stones, comprised of Rudy Colombini as Mick Jagger, Jim 
Riddick as Keith Richards, Mark Banning as Ronnie Wood, Trey 
Cobb as Charlie Watts, Kenny Crampton as Bill Wyman, and 
Boudeeka on backup vocals. They did a smash-up job on such 
Stones classics as “Brown Sugar”, “Let’s Spend The Night Together”, 
“Satisfaction”, “Street Fighting Man”, and “Wild Horses,” with 
Colombini convincing as Mick, bounding around, grabbing his 
crotch, puckering his lips, baring his nipples and belly button. Rid¬ 
dick was stellar as Richards, playing a soaring mean guitar. 

The highlight came when Chaka Khan took the stage and gal¬ 
vanized the multi-racial crowd, which pressed forward to hear the 
great diva belt out her famous R&B hits. 

Chaka Khan of of course made her mark in 
the 1970s as the lead singer for the group 
known best as.Rufus featuring Chaka Khan. 

As her bio notes, the group earned one plat¬ 
inum album, five gold albums, five gold sin¬ 
gles, five #1 hits and two Grammy® Awards. 

Those hits include “Sweet Thing,” “Tell Me 
Something Good,” “Once You Get Started,” 

“Everlasting Love,” “Do You Love What You 
Feel,” and “Ain’t Nobody.” Chaka began her 
solo career in the late 1970s with the smash 
hit, “I’m Every Woman.” Since then, Chaka has recorded nine al¬ 
bums and been honored with six more Grammy® Awards. 

Joining Chaka Khan on the Main Stage was British comedian 
Graham Norton, whose new talk show, The Graham Norton Effect, 
airs Thursdays on Comedy Central starting June 24. ▼

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A knack for making the past reappear 

First-rate cast animates Ferzan Ozpetek's 'Facing Windows'

n the opening scenes of Facing 
Windows, a haunting love 
; story from the director of 
Steam: The Turkish Bath, a young 
Italian woman, Giovanna (Gio- 
vanna Mezzogiorno), is fighting 
with her virile young husband, 
Filippo (Filippo Nigro). Return¬ 
ing from a shopping trip, the cou¬ 
ple’s bickering is interrupted when 
Filippo befriends a well-dressed 
elderly man (Massimo Girotti) 
who appears to lost his memory 
except for a name he repeats, Si¬ 
mone. Giovanna insists that Filip¬ 
po take the old gentleman down 
to the police station to see if his 
name turns up as a missing per¬ 
son. The old guy starts sleeping on 
their couch, amuses the kids with 
his table manners and even starts 
criticizing Giovanna for the care¬ 
less way she prepares pastries to 
sell at a local pub. 

While the old man seems agi¬ 
tated when they pass through 
Rome’s old Jewish ghetto, Giovan¬ 
na is harboring her own guilty se¬ 
cret: nights when she refuses sex 
with Filippo, she often steals away 
to the window to spy on her at¬ 
tractive neighbor, Lorenzo (Raoul 
Bova). It turns out that Lorenzo 
has been silently “stalking” Gio¬ 
vanna. Embarrassed by the brazen 
nature of their mutual passion, 
Giovanna and Lorenzo discover 
that the old man has his own terri¬ 
ble secret, connected to the night in 


1943 when Rome’s Jewish residents 
were rounded up by the Nazis. 

In his debut feature Steam, Fer¬ 
zan Ozpetek told the story of a 
young Italian man who becomes 
ensnared in the complex history 
of an old Turkish bathhouse and 
the seductive young man who is 
caretaker to its secrets. Francesco’s 
decision to take up with the boy¬ 
ish Mehmet seals not only his fate 
but also that of his young bride- 


to-be. The Turkish-born director 
Ozpetek (who abandoned his own 
dreams of a Llollywood career) 
has a knack for making the past 
appear like a dream from which 
his characters can’t awake. In 
Steam, the old bathhouse spoke to 
centuries of furtive male love, the 
guilty secret of an ancient culture 
still at odds with modernity. In 
, Facing Windows, Ozpetek suggests 
the sorrows buried in the myths

He employs a first-rate cast: 
Massimo Girotti, as the old man, 
gives the final performance of a 
distinguished career (once the 
male lover of Italian director 
Luchino Visconti, Girotti was 
awarded the Italian Oscar posthu¬ 
mously for this role); pretty-boy 
actor Raoul Bova deftly lowers the 
heat on his romantic charisma 
(the kind he displayed opposite 
Diane Ladd in Under the Tuscan 


Sun) to make the story’s bitter¬ 
sweet resolution more believable; 
Filippo Nigro gives a heartfelt per¬ 
formance as a good-hearted man 
drowning in a bitter marriage; and 
Giovanna Mezzogiorno is radiant 
as a woman who discovers that the 
old man is haunted by an act of 
heroism that cost the life of his 
male lover. A mistake from his 
past becomes Giovanna’s last hope 
for realizing a dream deferred.

Facing Ferzan 

A Turk goes gay 
with a vengeance

e’re sitting in the bar of 
Essex House the other af¬ 
ternoon — director Fer¬ 
zan Ozpetek, his hunky star Filip¬ 
po Nigro, their translator, and me 
— all munching on wasabi peas 
and sloshing down coffee. 

Between tongue-burnings, I 
ask, “Because you’re openly ho¬ 
mosexual, Ferzan, have Italian gay 
activists made you a spokesper¬ 
son? Do people call you up on 
every gay issue?” 

“Who says I live as an openly 
gay man?” the 45-year-old film¬ 
maker responds. 

I wave a handful of articles I’ve 
printed off the Internet. 

“I’m joking, of course,” he 
laughs. “I’m just very much 
against labels. For example, in my 
life, I’ve been with many women 
as well as with many men. I had a 
relationship for five years with a 
woman. I like to politically declare 
myself as being gay. I accept being 
labeled politically as gay. Yet at the 
same time I don’t believe m the 
word homosexuality, as I also do 
not believe in the word heterosex¬ 
uality. Who can guarantee you are 
only going to be with women or 
men in your life?” 

The films of Ferzan, a Turk 
who transplanted himself to Italy 
years ago, are all enveloped in this 
philosophy. In Steam: The Turkish 
Bath (1998), a married Italian ar¬ 
chitect inherits a steambath in Is¬ 
tanbul, goes there to sell it, and 
winds up turning gay. 

In His Secret Life (better- 
known internationally as Ignorant 
Fairies ) (2001), a happily married 
man crosses the street only to get 
run over by two cars traveling in 
opposite directions. His dis¬ 
traught wife, who’s deep in 
mourning, gets more distraught 
when she learns her spouse was 
leading a double life. He had a 
male lover plus a whole bunch of 
transvestite pals. They quickly be¬ 
come the widow’s new family. 

Now in Facing Windows, a 
young woman who’s a poultry in¬ 
spector with two kids and lack¬ 
adaisical hubby (Nigro) finds her 
life changes for the better when an 
old, Jewish homosexual chef with 
Alzheimer’s disease winds up 
moving into her apartment, ini¬ 
tially against her will. Nominated 
for 12 Italian Oscars, the film went 
home with Best Film, Best Actress, 
Best Actor and Best Music. But 
then, winning awards is nothing 
new for Ferzan. 

Being in and out of love is 


nothing new for him, either. His 
longest relationship, an open one 
with a man, lasted 20 years. Two 
years later, he was with another 
chap. 

“This is a very private fact 
about my life. Of course, I’ve told 
you I’ve been with more than two 
people in my life,” he responds re¬ 
luctantly. 

“Not to dwell on the mattress, 
but do you need to be in love to 
create?” I ask. “Or can you create 
when you’re in pain or between 
loves?” 

“When I made His Secret Life,” 
Ferzan recalls, “I wasn’t in a rela¬ 
tionship, and .it was a hard time for 
me. But thaV time was'alsB a"very 
fun time, and the movie expressed 
that. When I made Facing Win¬ 
dows, I was in a relationship, and it 
was a very secure, tranquil time in 
my life. But the world around me 
was falling apart, and so I made a 
very dark movie instead.” 

Do you think you’ll ever get 
married? 

“No.” 

Never? 

“No, I’ve had enough. I’ve 
given my share.” 

Moving away from the person¬ 
al, we chat about whether Italy is 
having a gay revolution like Amer¬ 
ica is. 

“Of course in Italy, the same 
changes have come about,” Ferzan 
insists, “but that’s because it’s a 
global change. It’s a global world 
now, and so we’ve become this 
global culture. I don’t know if this 
is a change for the better or a 
change for the worse. I just know 
that it has changed. 

“Consequently, Italians talk 
about fighting for gay rights,” he 
says, “but instead they should be 
talking about a person’s rights. For 
example, I have a housecleaner 
who was living with an elderly 
woman for decades. They weren’t 
lovers. They weren’t lesbians, but 
when one woman died, the re¬ 
maining woman became home¬ 
less. She had no rights to the pen¬ 
sion from the other woman. This 
is an example of why we should be 
fighting for people’s rights. There 
should be a bill of rights for peo¬ 
ple who are living together. That 
would be ideal.”

alterna-types like a siren. At the 
oh-so-tender age of 19, Orloff’s 
protagonist Jeremy, a slightly neb- 
bishy New Wave boy, follows 
Colin, an alluring if emotionally 
skewed free spirit from early-’80s 
San Francisco, to romantic East 
Village Manhattan squalor. While 
things don’t always turn out the 
way he expects in regards to love, 
sex, and fashion, Jeremy maintains 
the demeanor of a neurotic opti¬ 
mist who reveres good grammar, 
romantic ideals, and a keen eye for 
the next underground sensation. 

After pogo-ing to a Siouxsie 
and the Banshees song at SF’s The 
Stud, Jeremy and Colin meet and 
fuck cute. To the still-teenage, vir¬ 
ginal Jeremy, Colin seems like per¬ 
fection: tall, blonde, lithe and 
worldly. He’s the well-read hustler 
who has an answer to everything 
and seemingly limitless informa¬ 
tion as to non-mainstream gay 
identity. Immediately smitten, Je¬ 
remy falls into a skewed symbiot¬ 
ic relationship with the guy who 
will become his mentor. The two 
spend hours on the phone, 
though emotionally remote Colin 
isn’t interested in romance. Jere¬ 
my, however, believes that if he 
just keeps his resolve, Colin will 
take him as his boyfriend. “When 
I’m not with Colin, my life seems 
as dry and colorless as stale Saltine 


crackers,” Jeremy moons in this 
diary-like novel. 

Urban adventures 

Colin, of course, gets off on the 
attention, and throughout the 
book coaxes Jeremy to loan him 
money and accompany him on 
impromptu urban queer adven¬ 
tures, most of which involve time 
spans with drug-induced elastici¬ 
ty. When his mentor/object of af¬ 
fection abruptly announces he’s 
moving to the Big Apple, Jeremy is 
so invested, he can think of noth¬ 
ing but following him. And so en¬ 
sues a sentimental education com¬ 
prised of various first experiences: 
acid trips, backroom sex, hustling 
and formative exposure to queer 
film and literary classics. The pair 
see Fassbinder films when they’re 
new, are the first to get that Soft 
Cell album, and hit the dance 
clubs and seedy gay bars. 

While the book’s title has the 
ring of a gritty punk band, Gutter 
Boys the novel has an appealing 
sweetness that’s rooted in its 
youthful demeanor, and a pre- 
AIDS innocence before there were 
mortal implications to decadent 
lifestyles. Aside from Jeremy’s first 
curable STD, his actions primarily 
have character-building implica¬ 
tions. 

Politics creep in from the not- 
so-distant sidelines. Colin wields 
his working-class background 
against Jeremy’s middle-class Jew¬ 
ish guilt, which seems to work 


every time. Economic status is a fre¬ 
quent topic of discussion, one that 
also comes up when Jeremy be¬ 
comes the youthful trophy boy of 
an upscale lawyer who woos him 
with chic dinners and a connection 
to the East Village art scene. 

The book offers a timely remi¬ 
niscence of the vagaries of the 
Reagan years, here from the per¬ 
spective of fluttery adolescence: 
“All day long, while everyone I 
know is wishing and praying for 
the demise of President Reagan 
(who has just been shot by a Jody 
Foster-worshipping maniac), I 
imagine waves of pure will ema¬ 
nating from my brain command¬ 
ing Colin to call.” 

Orloff adds a whimsical narra¬ 
tive conscience in the form of the 
ghosts of Jeremy’s two grandmoth¬ 
ers, one dispensing Victorian man¬ 
ners, the other communist political 
salvos based in her Russian roots. 
Their apparitions appear during Je¬ 
remy’s backroom sexcapades as 
well as during conflict moments in 
his relationships. The device is only 
semi-successful, as the emotional 
tone, while frequently humorous, is 
less goofy than realistic. The bat¬ 
tling grannies, however, are minor 
hindrances, however, and the string 
of adventures move along at an en¬ 
dearing dip. Orloff generally man¬ 
ages to avoid the treacle of standard 
coming-of-age conventions as he 
addresses nostalgia for the 1980s, as 
well as his own formative years. We 
gladly go along for the ride. ▼ 
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An adult fairy tale, reconsidered 

Mike Todd's 'Around the World in 80 Days' holds up on DVD

T oday, if Mike Todd (1908- 
58) is remembered at all, it’s 
as Elizabeth Taylor’s third 
husband who died when his pri¬ 
vate plane, The Lucky Liz, crashed 
into the mountains of New Mexi¬ 
co, leaving her a 26-year-old grief- 
stricken widow. When he died, 
however, he was as famous as she 
was, having been a successful 
Broadway producer, and conquer¬ 
ing Hollywood with his first 
movie, Around the World in 80 
Days (’56), a huge moneymaker, 
Best Picture Oscar-winner, and 
star-filled “fairy tale for adults.” It 
has recently been released on 
DVD. A remake starring Steve 
Coogan and Jackie Chan is cur¬ 
rently playing theaters. 

Based on Jules Verne’s 1873 
novel, the film tells the tale of 
Phileas Fogg (David Niven), a 
wealthy Londoner, who bets fel¬ 
low members of the Reformed 
Club that he can circumnavigate 
the Earth within the title’s time 


frame. He’s accompanied on the 
trip by his newly hired “man” 
(valet), Passepartout (Cantinflas). 
En route, the two encounter mis¬ 
adventures in France, Spain, India, 
China, California, and London. 
They save an East Indian princess 
(Shirley MacLaine) from suttee, 
and she joins them for the rest of 
the journey. They are also fol¬ 
lowed by Inspector Fixx (Robert 
Newton), who believes Fogg 
robbed the Bank of England to fi¬ 
nance his journey. 

When released, the film’s spe¬ 
cial effects were much-lauded, but 
today its appeal results from its 
light-hearted charm. Todd con¬ 
vinced big-name stars to take bit 
parts, which he labeled “cameos,” 
a practice copied since. Part of the 
fun is recognizing these celebrities 
when they appear. One of the 
most amusing vignettes takes 
place early, in a scene between 
real-life British gay theatrical lions 
Noel Coward and John Gielgud. 
Coward plays the owner of an em¬ 
ployment agency trying to get a 
satisfactory valet for Fogg who 




questions Gielgud over his failure 
to hold down the post. 

Others appearing are Her- 
moine Gingold and Glynis Johns 
as cockney tarts, Beatrice Lillie as 
a Salvation Army worker, Charles 
Boyer as a Parisian travel agent, a 
very hot Jose Greco as a flamenco 
dancer in Spain, the gay Cesar 
Romero, Gilbert Roland, Ronald 
Coleman, Cedric Hardwicke, Fer- 
nandel, Trevor Howard, John 
Mills, Charles Coburn, Peter 
Lorre, and Buster Keaton. A splen¬ 
did scene is set in a San Francisco 
Barbary Coast saloon. The owner 
is George Raft, the piano player 
Frank Sinatra, and the dance-hall 
queen is a sensational-looking 
Marlene Dietrich. Fogg arrives, 
searching for Passepartout. The 


real-life bisexual Dietrich ignores 
him until he’s about to leave, then 
she uses one of her famous legs to 
block his departure, asking why 
he’s in such a hurry. “I’m looking 
for my man,” he says. “So am I,” 
replies Dietrich in a deliciously 
campy moment. 

Coastal Fogg 

' Niven’s Fogg is a cross between 
Henry Higgins and Sherlock 
Holmes. Cantinflas (nee Mario 
Moreno) was Mexico’s most fa¬ 
mous and popular baggy-pants 
comic, compared to Chaplin by 
his followers. Here he’s quite re¬ 
strained and gentle. Despite the 
success of the film, it failed to 
make him an international star. 
MacLaine is wasted and not re¬ 
motely believable. Newton does 
his usual, enjoyable overacting. In 
addition to the Best Picture Acad¬ 
emy Award, the movie won for 
Adapted Screenplay (S.J. Perle- 
man, John Farrow, James Poe), 
Color Cinematography, Scoring, 
and Editing. 

The credited director was 
Michael Anderson, but Todd’s im¬ 
print is all over the film. The DVD 
contains footage of the Los Ange¬ 
les opening. Attendees included 
Rock Hudson, Lauren Bacall, Dick 
Powell and June Allyson, Doris 
Day, Joseph Cotton, Gary Cooper, 
Tony Martin and Cyd Charisse, 
Louis B. Mayer, James and Gloria 


Stewart, Niven, Cantinflas, and 
Lillie. 

An even more interesting fea¬ 
ture is The World of Mike Todd, in¬ 
troduced by Orson Welles at his 
most pretentious. It contains 
much of a ’68 interview with a 
gorgeous Taylor and fascinating 
footage of Todd throughout his 
career. Taylor recounts with rau¬ 
cous humor the disastrous one- 
year anniversary party for the 
movie held at Madison Square 
Garden in New York. Others com¬ 
menting on the showman include 
Gypsy Rose Lee and Ethel Mer¬ 
man, who is very funny. Todd pro¬ 
duced a Cole Porter musical, 
Something for the Boys starring 
Merman, and she relates that he 
not only told Porter how to write 
the songs, he told her how to sing 
them. She makes it clear that of 
the two, the latter was the most 
outrageous. There’s also footage of 
his wedding to Taylor, with best 
man singer Eddie Fisher and ma¬ 
tron of honor Debbie Reynolds. 
Months after Todd’s death, Fisher 
left Reynolds for Taylor, beginning 
the first of her matrimonial scan¬ 
dals. 

This DVD is a terrific glimpse 
into another era. Todd set a stan¬ 
dard for self-promotion that few 
have equaled. But unlike modern 
examples, such as the sanctimo¬ 
nious Mel Gibson, he did it with 
glamour and panache. ▼

ken dance had the audience still 
pounding the floor in applause 
minutes after they left the stage. 

Artistic director/ Fresh Meat 
founder Sean Dorsey, a modern 
dancer, performed “Second Kiss” 
with Mair Culbreth, a reflection 
through movement and text on a 
young genderqueer’s first school- 
yard kiss as the boy she really was. 
The piece evoked rather than dic¬ 
tated emotion, and infused humor 
into a form that can take itself too 
seriously. Dorsey’s physicality was 
a commitment to total expression, 
and the audience laughter'was 
heavy with shared experience. 

Lesbian rapper JenRO adapted 
an Eminem song to announce, 
“Sorry, Mama, I’m coming out of 
the closet.” MC Katastrophe, an 
unapologetic trans-man, threat¬ 
ened to steal the girlfriends of 
straight men everywhere. Perhaps 


the most powerful act, Sonya 
Smith and Christopher Love’s 
“Ground Birds,” featured a sound¬ 
track in crescendo as the pair, sus¬ 
pended from cords, swam 
through the air. 

To call Fresh Meat “multicul¬ 
tural” seems tokenistic, while “va¬ 
riety show” lacks substance. The 
show is what genuine community 
through fierce and fine-tuned 
work looks like. Still, the diversity 
was noticeably astounding for a 
popular LGBTQ event, leaving 
one to wonder which comes first: 
the tireless, artistically-inter- 
twined radicals, or the perfor¬ 
mance venues that have propelled 
them into the spotlight? 

One thing remains certain: 
Fresh Meat is the first venue to 
truly honor emerging queer per¬ 
formance in all of its manifesta¬
